Medicinal  Substances 

A  WORKING  PARTY  TO  STUDY  LEGISLATION 

A  WORKING  party  of  twelve  officials  from  Government  departments 
has  been  set  up  to  review  the  legislation  relating  to  the  control  of  medi- 
cinal substances. 

That  was  revealed  by  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  (Minister  of  Health)  in  a 
written  Parliamentary  answer  on  Feb- 
ruary 1  (see  p.  137).  Mr.  H.  N.  Roffey 
(assistant  secretary,  Ministry  of  Health) 
is  the  chairman  of  the  working  party; 
other  members  are  Mr.  C.  L.  Sargent, 
F.P.S.  (Ministry  of  Health);  Mr.  J.  N. 
Patterson,  M.P.S.N.I.  (Ministry  of 
Health  and  Local  Government,  North- 
ern Ireland);  Dr.  R.  Goulding  (senior 
medical  officer,  Ministry  of  Health); 
Mr.  J.  C.  Hales  (assistant  solicitor,  Min- 
istry of  Health);  Mr.  S.  H.  E.  Burley 
(assistant  secretary,  Home  Office);  Mr. 
C.  G.  Jeffery  (secretary,  Poisons  Board); 
Mr.  G.  B.  T.  Barr  (assistant  legal  ad- 
visor, Home  Office);  Mr.  F.  H.  Cowley 
and  Dr.  J.  M.  Johnston  (Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland)  and  Mr.  S.  M. 
Krusin  (Parliamentary  Counsel).  Mr. 
E.  L.  Mayston  (Ministry  of  Health)  is 
the  secretary  of  the  working  party. 

It  is  nearly  two  months  since  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead,  speaking  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  the  control  of  drugs  affect- 
ing the  central  nervous  system,  poin- 
ted out  how  important  it  was  to  deal 
with  the  subject  comprehensively  and 
not  "  isolated  drug  by  isolated  drug." 
The  Minister  of  Health  in  reply  an- 
nounced that  there  was  to  be  a  review 
of  all  legislation  affecting  medicinal 
substances  and  that  consideration  was 
being  given  to  the  changes  that  should 
be  made  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  12, 
1959,  p.  527).  Earlier  he  had  stated 
that  the  Interdepartmental  Committee 
on  Drug  Addiction  had  recommended 
that  an  independent  expert  body  should 
advise  which  substances  should  be  con- 
trolled. 

Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS 

RECENTLY  issued  Board  of  Trade 
figures  show  that  sales  of  chemists' 
goods  by  independent  retailers  were  1 
per  cent,  lower  in  November  1959  than 
in  October  but  3  per  cent,  higher  than 
in  November  1958.  Large  retailers' 
sales  were  25  per  cent,  higher  in  No- 
vember than  in  October  and  6  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  November  1958.  Sales 
by  co-operative  societies  were  15-5  per 
cent,  higher  than  in  October  and  4  per 
cent,  higher  than  in  November  1958. 
The  figures  do  not  allow  for  receipts 
under  the  National  Health  Service.

DIPLOMAS  FOR  NEWLY  QUALIFIED 

A  presentation  ceremony  in  Belfast 


QUALIFYING  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  has  never  been  an  easy  task 
and  many  think  it  is  more  difficult 
today  than  it  has  ever  been,  Mr.  J. 
Caldwell  (president  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland)  told 
twenty-four  newly-qualified  pharma- 
cists in  Belfast  on  January  25.  He  was 
presenting  certificates  to  those  who 
passed  the  Final  Part  II  qualifying  ex- 
amination of  the  Society  in  December 
1959. 

Mr.  Caldwell  said  that  in  recent 
years  a  great  deal  of  research  had 
been  carried  out  and  many  new  drugs 
introduced  to  help  the  doctor  combat 
illness  and  disease.  New  subjects  had 
to  be  introduced  in  the  Society's  sylla- 
bus and  pharmacists  now  had  to  have 
a  much  wider  knowledge  than  ever 
before.  "  Those  who  receive  certifi- 
cates tonight  can  therefore  be  proud 
of  their  achievement,  as  can  their 
parents,"  Mr.  Caldwell  continued.  "  I 
sometimes  think  that  parents  do  not 


realise  the  demands  made  on  young 
people  today  in  their  endeavours  to 
obtain  the  qualification." 

However  he  thought  it  only  right  to 
tell  the  new  pharmacists  that  having 
obtained  the  qualification  they  could 
not  afford  to  regard  their  education  as 
completed.  It  was  essential  that  all 
should  be  familiar  with  new  products 
that  were  introduced  daily  That  could 
be  achieved  by  careful  reading  of  phar- 
maceutical literature,  'attendance  at 
lectures,  and  discussions  with  fellow 
members. 

Referring  to  the  Society's  statement 
upon  matters  of  professional  conduct, 
a  copy  of  which  was  enclosed  with 
each  certificate,  Mr.  Caldwell  said  it 
was  a  guide  -to  the  pharmacist's  be- 
haviour towards  the  public  and  his 
fellow  members.  He  asked  the  new 
pharmacists  to  adhere  to  it  strictly  and 
by  so  doing  avoid  causing  annoyance 
to  other  pharmacists,  medical  practi- 
tioners or  members  of  the  public. 


Welcoming  the  successful  candidates, 
their  parents  and  friends  to  the  cere- 
mony— in  the  lecture  room  of  the 
Society's  house — on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  the  president  said  it  was  a 
happy  occasion  for  all.  It  was  also  an 
occasion  when  the  new  pharmacists 
had  an  opportunity  to  meet  members 
of  the  Council.  Mr.  Caldwell  said  the 
opportunity  was  now  afforded  the  suc- 
cessful candidates  of  serving  the  pub- 
lic to  the  best  of  their  ability.  If  they 
did  so  they  would  obtain  a  satisfaction 
money  could  not  buy. 

Mr.  Caldwell  presented  the  Society's 
gold  medal  for  the  best  marks  to  Miss 
P.  Durling,  Bangor,  co.  Down.  She 
had  achieved  a  high  honour,  he  said. 
The  prize  for  the  best  Part  I  student 
of  the  year  went  to  Miss  Anna  E. 
Thompson,  Belfast.  Miss  Durling  also 
received  the  Associates'  prize  for 
pharmaceutics  from  Mr.  H.  M.  Hamil- 
ton (chairman,  associates'  section, 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association).

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est  to  recall  that  when  first  established, 
the  Association  had,  as  one  of  its  prin- 
cipal objects,  the  advising  to  members 
of  retail  prices  for  articles  usually  sold 
by  chemists.  Originally  a  leaflet  was 
used  for  that  purpose,  but,  with  the 
number  of  lines  on  the  market  steadily 
growing,  the  present  index  list,  so  fami- 
liar to  members,  eventually  made  its 
appearance.  In  the  early  days  it 
was  devoted  to  information  relating 
to  drugs  and  chemicals.  Each  member 
is  now  supplied  with  a  current  list, 
indexed  alphabetically,  which  contains 
prices  for  all  patent  and  proprietary 
articles  sold  in  Ireland  whether  of 
American,  British  or  Continental  origin. 
A  complete  dispensing  scale  of  charges 
is  also  included,  and  such  is  the  com- 
prehensive nature  of  the  list  at  present 
that  the  current  edition  contains  almost 
30,000  pharmaceutical  retail  prices, 
itemised  in  a  readily  observable 
fashion,  with  a  blank  column  opposite 
each  item,  at  the  side  of  each  page,  for 
correction  purposes.  Each  page  is  also 
interleaved  to  allow  for  the  entry  of 
new  preparations.  Alterations  are  cir- 
culated about  every  three  or  four 
weeks,  and  in  addition,  members  are 
informed  about  Government  orders  and 
new  legislation  affecting  pharmacists. 
Unlike  the  early  days  of  its  history, 
when  chemists  had  little,  if  any,  com- 
munication with  each  other  regarding 
prices,  the  Association  has  encouraged 
a  greater  exchange  of  information 
among  members  regarding  standard 
prices,  and  by  using  a  code  word  on 
prescriptions  they  have  ensured  that  no 
accusations  of  over-  or  under-charging 
can  be  levied  by  the  public.  That  in 
turn  led  to  the  holding  of  occasional 
meetings  among  chemists  in  local  areas 
to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  interest, 
and  out  of  that  arrangement  the  idea 
of  local  associations  was  born.  Today, 
the  principal  function  of  such  bodies  is 
more  of  a  social  than  a  business 
nature.  The  encroachment  on  the  chem- 
ist's preserve  by  other  traders  selling 
certain  lines  has  always  been  a  matter 
of  concern  to  the  Association  which 
has  adopted  the  policy  of  giving  ap- 
proval to  firms  who  restrict  their  busi- 
ness to  chemists.  That  led  to  the  publi- 
cation of  the  approved  list  of  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers,  and  only  those 
rigidly  complying  with  the  Associa- 
tion's requests  are  included  in  it.  The 
Association  has  secured  registration  as 
a  trade  union  and  by  virtue  of  its  nego- 
tiating licence  has  acted  in  all  trade 
disputes  on  behalf  of  its  members. 
Another  important  duty  which  the  body 
discharges  is  to  endeavour  to  protect 
the  chemist's  profit  margin,  so  that, 
generally,  it  may  be  claimed  that  the 
Association  has  more  than  justified  its 
existence  as  the  chemist's  friend  over 
the  years.  The  present  secretary  (Mr. 
Brendan  Smith)  is  this  year  celebrating 
a  jubilee  of  his  own — a  silver  one.  He 
has  had  the  distinction  of  serving  in 
that  capacity  since  his  appointment  in 
December  1934.  The  first  secretary  was 
Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes  (who  acted  in  an 
honorary  capacity),  and  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  another  honorary  secretary, 
Mr.  Victor  E.  Hanna.  The  first  paid 
secretary  (Mr.  Robert  J.  Kidney)  then 
took  over  office  in  a  part-time  capacity 
until  Mr.  Brendan  Smith  became  secre- 
tary. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

My  formula  for  power 

I  am  concerned — deeply  concerned.  I  have  a  formula  for  power — 
coal.  But  nobody  has  asked  me  about  it.  No  half-page  advertisements 
have  appeared  in  the  national  Press.  The  National  Coal  Board  ignores 
me  completely,  and  I  feel  deeply  hurt,  for  not  only  do  I  use  coal — I  pay 
a  higher  price  for  it  than  a  great  industry  with  giant  factories.  And  I 
think  I  can  claim,  with  becoming  modesty,  that  there  is  more  to  me  than 
a  tradition  of  impeccable  service  and  faultless  efficiency.  Yet  the  National 
Coal  Board  acts  as  if  I  do  not  exist.  I  have  one  boiler,  regarded  as 
necessary  to  provide  the  occasional  bath.  Its  maximum  steam  pressure 
depends  on  the  direction  of  the  wind.  The  method  of  firing  alternates 
between  a  shovel  and  a  pair  of  tongs,  and  the  annual  fuel  consumption 
is  about  5  tons  of  coal.  My  supplies  are  assured,  because  I  know,  too, 
that  Britain's  coalfields  can  supply  all  the  coal  I  need  for,  I  had  almost 
said,  "  generations  to  come,"  but  truth  compels  me  to  say  that  the  source 
of  warmth  in  a  few  years  will  probably  be  at  so  small  a  cost  as  to  make 
the  Coal  Board  unable  to  compete.  I  am  glad  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  telling  you  of  my  formula  for  power.  I  am  only  sorry  that  the  informa- 
tion cannot  reach  a  nation-wide  readership  of  all  kinds  and  classes. 

Headache 

The  National  Health  Service  continues  to  arouse  anxiety  neurosis  in 
Fleet  Street.  It  caused  the  Daily  Express  (January  29)  to  head  one  of  its 
leaderettes  "  Annual  Headache."  From  the  leaderette  I  learn  that  "  the 
cost  of  living  has  remained  stable  for  two  years,  but  the  cost  of  illness 
goes  up  and  up."  I  must  confess  I  did  wonder  if  another  interpre- 
tation might  not  be  put  on  the  news  item  that  provoked  the  editorial.  It 
was  concerned  with  the  fact  that  the  nation's  drug  bill  rose  by  10  per 
cent,  in  1958.  to  the  figure  of  £75  millions.  I  thought  that  perhaps  some 
of  that  extra  10  per  cent,  had  resulted  in  fewer  hospital  beds  being  occu- 
pied. I  thought  that  some  of  those  who  had  partaken  of  the  new  drugs 
had  been  returned  to  work  more  quickly.  I  even  thought  that  some 
workers  had,  by  timely  treatment,  been  enabled  to  stay  at  work,  thus 
avoiding  the  need  for  disbursing  medical  benefit.  Even  more  important, 
there  would  be  less  in  the  way  of  loss  of  earnings,  thereby  contributing 
to  the  spending  in  High  Street  hitting  a  new  peak.  "  Record  and  new 
record  spending  in  the  shops  along  the  high  streets  is  reported  today  by 
the  men  of  Whitehall.  ...  As  the  slide  rules  slide  up  and  down  in  the 
Government's  Statistical  Office  the  message  was  coming  out  .  .  .  Britain 
is  booming."  {Daily  Express,  January  29.)  But  perhaps  the  reader  of  a 
daily  newspaper  is  not  expected  to  connect  the  editorial  column  with  the 
city  page,  or  health  with  prosperity.  All  I  would  venture  to  suggest  is 
that  there  is  a  difference  between  illness  and  treatment. 

Invocation  to  Jupiter 

The  physician  of  old  was  wont  to  head  his  prescription  with  a  sign 
which,  tradition  asserts,  was  an  invocation  to  Jupiter.  The  help  of  the 
gods  was  not  a  thing  to  be  despised  when  the  prescriber  had  resort  to 
drugs  of  uncertain  action  and  toxicity.  Whether  the  abandoning  of  the 
Jupiter  sign  in  favour  of  that  popularly  supposed  to  derive  from 
"  Recipe  "  indicated  a  more  certain  touch  is  matter  for  conjecture,  though 
it  must  be  confessed  that  in  these  days  of  "  wonder  "  drugs,  one  occasion- 
ally feels  that  the  superscription  might,  with  advantage,  revert  to  the  form 
in  use  two  or  three  hundred  years  ago.  It  may  be,  of  course,  that  medical 
confidence  in  the  pharmacist  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
physician  feels  that  between  them  all  is  taken  care  of.  Ever  mindful  of 
the  need  to  stand  judicially  and  impartially  between  doctor  and  patient, 
doing  and  saying  nothing  that  would  impair  the  confidence  of  the  latter, 
I  recently  dispensed  a  prescription  which  directed  me  to  "  leave  on  maker's 
label  and  original  directions."  The  original  directions  were  most  explicit. 
Nothing  could  possibly  have  been  more  clear.  In  bold  type  I  read:  "Use 
as  directed  by  the  physician."

He 
is  a  member  of  the  British  Institute  of 
Management  -and  of  the  Institute  of 
Personnel  Management  and  serves  on 
the  training  and  education  committee 
of  the  British  Institute  of  Management, 
for  whom  he  also  acts  as  an  examiner. 

PROFESSOR  E.  B.  CHAIN, 
F.R.S.,  Nobel  Laureate,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  chair  of  bio- 
chemistry, Imperial  College  of  Sci- 
ence and  Technology.  University  of 
London.  Professor  Chain  was  born  in 
Berlin  in  1906  and  graduated  at  the 
university  of  that  city.  In  1933  he  came 


to  England  and  in  1939  became  a  British 
subject.  In  1935  he  joined  Professor 
Florey  at  Oxford  and,  as  university  lec- 
turer in  chemical  pathology,  re- 
mained there  until  1948,  when,  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Istituto  Superiore  di 
Sanita,  Rome,  he  went  there  to  organise 
a  biochemistry  department.  Among 
the  biochemical  subjects  studied  under 
Professor  Chain  have  been  factors  in- 
volved in  the  biosynthesis  of  penicillin. 
Continuation  of  that  work  led  to  the 
discovery  by  workers  at  the  Beecham 
laboratories,  to  whom  he  acted  as  ad- 
viser and  consultant,  that  the  main  part 
of  the  penicillin  molecule  (6-aminopeni- 
cillanic  acid)  could  be  made  by  bio- 
synthesis and  subsequently  modified  by 
chemical  means.  Professor  Chain  was 
elected  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  in 
1949. 

MR.  H.  W.  GRAESSER-THOMAS, 
who  is  a  leading  member  of  the  plastics 
industry,  was 
elected  Master 
of  the  Worship- 
ful Company  of 
Homers,  one  of 
the  oldest  City 
Guilds,  on 
February  2. 
The  Company 
of  Homers  was 
first  recorded  in 
1 284  when  it 
was  formed  to 
protect  the  in- 
terests of  those 
London  crafts- 
m  e  n  who 
carved  vessels  and  implements  from 
horn.  As  the  number  of  men  who  made 
their  living  from  horn  carving  dimin- 
ished, the  Company  of  Homers  finally 
approached  the  plastics  industry 
through  the  British  Plastics  Federation 
with  the  suggestion  in  1944  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  form  an  association 
between  the  Guild's  traditional  craft 
and  the  modern  science  of  plastics, 
which  resembled  it.  Appropriately.  Mr. 
Graesser-Thomas,  who  was  chairman  of 
the  Federation  at  that  time,  had  the  task 
of  developing  the  suggested  association 
and  he  himself  became  one  of  the  first 
members  of  the  industry  to  become  a 
Horner.  Under  a  special  rule  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Court  of  the  Company 
by  selection,  instead  of  seniority,  thus 
marking  a  break  with  a  tradition  which 
had  continued  for  183  years. 

Mr.  Graesser-Thomas  in  1915  entered 
the  family  business  of  Robert  Graesser. 
Ltd.,  which  had  been  founded  by  his 
grandfather  in  1867.  That  company 
claimed  to  be  the  first  in  the  world  to 
manufacture  on  a  commercial  scale  the 
coal  tar  distillate  then  known  as  pure 
carbolic  acid  and  now  known  as 
phenol.  In  1920  Robert  Graesser.  Ltd., 
amalgamated  with  Monsanto,  St.  Louis, 
U.S.A.,  to  form  Graesser-Monsanto 
Chemical  Works.  Ltd.  In  1928  Mr. 
Graesser-Thomas  formed  a  company. 
H.  W.  Graesser-Thomas,  Ltd.,  on  his 
own  account  and  he  has  continued  as 
head  of  that  company  ever  since.

NOTICE  was  given  by  Mr.  R.  Soren- 
son  on  January  27  that  he  would  pro- 
pose a  motion  calling  attention  to  the 
need  for  a  Select  Committee  to  inquire 
into  the  Sunday  observance  laws. 

Summer  Time 

Numerous  questions  were  addressed 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  Home  De- 
partment, on  January  28,  concerning 
the  extension  of  Summer  Time.  Mr. 
D.  Vosper  (joint  Under-Secretary  of 
State)  said  that  a  questionnaire  had 
been  issued  to  135  interested  organisa- 
tions but  the  replies  would  not  be  re- 
ceived for  some  weeks  yet,  meanwhile 
the  Home  Office  would  be  happy  to 
receive  the  views  of  other  organisa- 
tions before  a  decision  was  taken. 

Transport  of  Poisons 

The  recent  incident  when  three 
1001b.  drums  of  potassium  cyanide  fell 
from  an  open  lorry  gave  rise  to  five 
questions  on  January  28.  Mr.  D. 
Renton  (joint  Under-Secretary  of 
State,  Home  Department)  stated  that 
the  Poison  Rules,  1952,  required 
poisons  when  transported  to  be  suitably 
labelled  and  stoutly  packed  to  avoid 
leakage  arising  from  the  ordinary  risks 
of  handling  and  transport.  The  Motor 
Vehicles  (Construction  and  Use)  Regu- 
lations, 1955,  required  loads  to  be 
secured  to  prevent  falling  and  prohibi- 
ted the  use  of  unsuitable  vehicles.  He 
added:  "  I  understand  that  the  police 
have  begun  proceedings  under  the 
latter  regulations  and  I  should  prefer 
to  make  no  further  comment  mean- 
while." 

Payment  of  Wages  Bill 

On  January  28,  Mr.  E.  Heath  (Mini- 
ster of  Labour)  moved  the  second  read- 
ing of  the  Payment  of  Wages  Bill.  He 
said  the  Bill  would  come  into  opera- 
tion in  three  stages,  the  first  of  which 
would  be  one  month  after  the  Act  was 
passed.  From  that  date  the  payment  of 
wages  by  money  order  or  postal  order 
would  be  allowed  when  a  worker  was 
away  from  work.  The  second  stage 
would  be  six  months  after  the  passage 
of  the  Act,  when  the  main  provisions 
would  come  into  force.  The  third 
stage,  payment  of  wages  by  cheque, 
would  be  brought  into  effect  by  an 
order  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Minister. 

Weights  and  Measures 

Mr.  Sydney  Irving  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  when  he 
would  be  able  to  amend  the  law  on 
weights  and  measures.  Mr.  J.  Rodgers 
(Parliamentary  Secretary,  Board  of 
Trade)  in  a  written  reply  on  January 
28  stated  it  would  not  be  possible  to 
find  time  for  it  during  that  session  but 
it  would  be  introduced  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Central-nervous-system  Drugs 

The  Minister  of  Health  was  asked 
by  Dr.  Edith  Summerskill  on  Febru- 
ary 1  what  action  he  proposed  to  take 
regarding  the  recommendation  in  the 
interim  report  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee   on   Drug   Addiction  (see 


C.  &  £».,  January  23,  p.  79),  that  any 
drug  liable  to  produce  physical  or 
psychological  deterioration  should  be 
confined  to  supply  on  prescription  and 
whether  he  proposed  to  prohibit  the 
sale  without  medical  prescription  of 
Preludin.  •  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
said  he  understood  that  the  Poisons 
Board  had  held  a  special  meeting  to 
consider  the  matter  and  the  Home 
Secretary  expected  its  report  shortly. 
Dr.  Summerskill  repeated  her  request 
that  the  Minister  should  prohibit  the 
sale  of  Preludin  without  prescription 
and  asked  if  he  would  read  the  report 
of  the  Senate  Committee  in  the  United 
States  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in 
Britain  American  firms  were  making 
such  headway.  She  suggested  "  should 
we  not  take  warning  from  the  revela- 
tions which  were  made  to  the  U.S.  Sen- 
ate last  week?"  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  replied  that  the  question  of  Pre- 
ludin could  only  be  dealt  with  under 
the  procedure  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act.  Mr.  J.  W.  Snow  re- 
ferred to  the  subcommittee  of  the 
Monopolies  Committee  of  the  Senate 
and  asked  "  Will  the  Minister  take  par- 
ticular action  because  companies  in 
America  have  parallel  activities  over 
here  by  virtue  of  their  branch  com- 
panies and  the  position  is  getting  very 
serious?  "  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
said  that  raised  a  wider  question  but 
he  would  consider  the  point. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Replying  to  a  number  of  questions 


on  February  1  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  stated  that  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cination was  to  be  extended  and 
offered  to  all  persons  who  at  the  time 
of  application  were  under  forty  and 
also  to  certain  additional  special 
groups. 

Multiple  Sclerosis 

Mr.  D.  Price  asked  how  much  was 
being  spent  on  research  into  the  treat- 
ment of  multiple  sclerosis.  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  in  a  written  answer  on 
February  1  stated  the  Medical  Research 
Council  were  spending  about  £9,000  on 
such  research  this  year  and  work  was 
in  hand  backed  by  university  funds 
and  hospital  endowments.  Contribu- 
tions from  other  sources  included  the 
expenditure  of  £40,000  over  the  past 
four  years  by  the  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Society  and  grants  of  over  £27,000  by 
the  Nuffield  Foundation  to  be  used 
over  a  period  of  five  years. 

Legislation  Concerning  Medicines 

In  a  written  reply  to  Mr.  Gresham 
Cooke  on  February  1,  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  reported  that  a  work- 
ing party  had  been  set  up  "  to  review 
the  legislative  provisions  which  relate 
to  the  control  of  medicinal  substances 
and  to  recommend  what  changes 
should  be  made  to  rationalise  and 
simplify  the  law  with  a  view  to  ulti- 
mate amendment  and  consolidation." 
It  consisted  of  twelve  officials  from 
the  Government  departments  mainly 
concerned  of  whom  two  had  pharma- 
ceutical, three  legal  and  two  medical 
qualifications,  and  it  would  receive 
evidence  from  the  organisations  that 
were  expert  in  the  field.

Doubts  cast  on  effectiveness  of  voluntary  costing  scheme 


DOUBTS  whether  the  voluntary  price 
regulation  scheme  agreed  by  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  succeeded  in  securing  fair 
and  reasonable  prices  for  proprietaries 
are  expressed  by  Sir  Edmond  Compton 
(Comptroller  and  Auditor-General)  in 
a  report  on  the  Civil  Appropriation 
Accounts  (Classes  I-V)  1958-59  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  19s.)-  He  adds 
that  the  cost  to  the  National  Health 
Service  of  the  basic  ingredients  of  the 
proprietaries  must,  "  in  the  absence  of 
other  evidence,  be  equally  suspect." 

On  the  basis  of  information  supplied 
by  the  industry,  the  Ministry  estimated 
the  scheme  would  save  up  to  £750,000 
on  an  annual  expenditure  of  £20  mil- 
lions. In  fact  Sir  Edmond  reports  that 
the  scheme  resulted  in  price  reductions 
estimated  to  save  only  £412,000  on  an 
annual  expenditure  of  £28  millions. 

One  reason  why  the  expected  sav- 
ings were  not  realised  was  that  more 
products  in  the  trial  sample  qualified 
for  treatment  under  Part  Al  (the  ex- 
port price  criterion)  than  had  been  an- 
ticipated. Ten  drugs  had  been  expected 
to  show  a  price  reduction  of  25  per 
cent,  under  Part  A2  and  eight  a  price 
reduction  of  40  per  cent,  under  Part 
A3.  In  fact  all  ten  qualified  for  Part  Al 
and  in  consequence  suffered  no  price 
reduction  at  all.  The  underlying  prin- 
ciple of  the  export  price  criterion  was 
that  export  prices  were  competitive,  but 
the  Ministry  informed  the  Treasury 
during  November  1958  that  on  in- 
formation then  available  it  would  be 
impossible  to  demonstrate  any  effective 
price  competition  over  part  of  the  ex- 
port field. 

Although  the  trade  price  formula 
criterion  in  Part  A3  was  designed  to 
produce  prices  comparable  with  the 
current  prices  of  reputable  firms  it 
would,  but  for  the  undertaking  given 
by  the  industry  not  to  increase  prices 
unless  justified  by  increased  costs,  have 
operated  to  permit  an  average  increase 
in  current  prices  of  28  per  cent. 

Accountants'  Calculations 

The  Departmental  accountants  had 
calculated  from  the  published  accounts 
of  forty-three  pharmaceutical  firms  the 
percentages  of  profit  earned  on  capital 
employed  for  the  years  1951-57. 

Although  the  Comptroller  emphasises 
that  the  results  must  be  subject  to  im- 
portant reservations  that  arise  from  the 
inadequate  information  available  from 
published  accounts,  the  broad  conclu- 
sion was  that  the  profits  expressed  as 
percentages  of  capital  employed  had 
been  above  those  of  general  industry 
and  had  lately  tended  to  increase, 
whereas  the  rate  for  general  industry 
had  been  falling.  It  was  noticeable  that 
the  profit  rates  of  the  British  sub- 
sidiaries of  American  concerns  had 
consistently  been  much  higher  than 
those  of  general  industry.  The  account- 
ants reported  that  the  profit  rate  of 
some  American  subsidiaries  might  be 
higher  than  it  would  otherwise  be  be- 
cause they  received  free  of  charge  the 
benefit  of  administration  and  research 


services  from  their  parent  organisa- 
tions. Sir  Edmond  adds  "  I  observe, 
ho  wever,  that  one  of  these  firms,  whose 
profit  in  1957  apparently  exceeded  100 
per  cent,  on  capital  employed,  pays  a 
substantial  royalty  on  any  crude  mater- 
ial, not  purchased  from  its  American 
parent,  used  for  the  production  of  a 
proprietary  drug  on  which  National 
Health  Service  expenditure  is  consider- 
able. The  high  profit  rates  of  this  sec- 
tion of  the  industry  are  of  particular 
significance  in  that  more  than  half  the 
expenditure  on  proprietary  preparations 
is  incurred  on  the  products  of  these 
firms  which  have  yielded  savings  aver- 
aging only  3-2  per  cent,  under  the 
voluntary  price  regulation  scheme." 

Asked  by  the  Comptroller  if  they 
were  satisfied  with  the  scheme  the  Min- 
istry, after  referring  to  (a)  the  com- 
plexity of  the  problem  of  determining 
reasonable  prices,  (b)  the  substantial 
benefits  to  the  community  resulting 
from  pharmaceutical  advances  and  (c) 
the  desirability  of  encouraging  research 
and  development  in  the  industry,  stated 
that  for  products  exported  to  a  signifi- 
cant extent  the  scheme  had  demonstra- 
ted that  the  National  Health  Service 
prices  were  generally  lower  than  the 
average  prices  in  the  main  export  mar- 
kets. For  the  rest  the  scheme  had  im- 
posed some  restraint  on  prices  and  led 
to  some  reductions.  An  appraisal  of 
the  scheme  was  being  made  by  an  in- 
terdepartmental working  party  that  had 
made  a  progress  report  which  was 
under  consideration. 

Although  the  total  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  fell  from  228  mil- 
lions in  1957  to  224  millions  in  1958, 
their  total  cost  rose  from  £68  millions 
to  £73  millions  and  the  average  cost 
per  prescription  rose  by  some  10  per 
cent,  from  5s.  11  id.  to  6s.  6|d.  There 
was  also  a  continued  rise  in  the  pro- 
portion of  prescriptions  represented  by 
proprietary  preparations  as  shown  by 
the  following  table  based  on  a  sample 
analysis :  — ■

Prices  of  Basic  Drugs 

Dealing  with  the  cost  investigation 
of  insulin  Sir  Edmond  reports  that, 
after  an  inquiry  in  June  1959,  the 
Health  Departments  with  Treasury  con- 
currence expressed  themselves  as  satis- 
fied that  the  prices  charged  for  sup- 
plies of  insulin  were  reasonable  in  1957, 
and  that  such  information  as  was  avail- 
able about  earlier  years'  trading  sug- 
gested that  the  long-term  pricing  pol- 
icy adopted  since  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission report  "  had  been  one  in  which 
the  Departments  would  not  have  wished 
to  intervene." 

The  Ministry  had  since  reviewed  the 


need  for  the  investigation  into  the  cost 
of  production  of  basic  drugs  and  none 
had  been  selected  for  special  investiga- 
tion. For  many  of  the  older  basic  drugs 
that  were  subject  to  "  competitive  pres- 
sures "  the  Ministry  considered  there 
was  no  need  at  present  for  a  cost  in- 
vestigation, but  the  principal  supplier 
of  one  important  group  of  basic  drugs 
had  been  invited  during  the  course  of 
negotiations  under  the  voluntary  price 
regulation  scheme  to  discuss  details  of 
his  profits  on  pharmaceutical  trading. 

The  Ministry  stated  that  the  position 
on  basic  drugs  was  to  be  reviewed  once 
more  in  connection  with  whatever  form 
of  price  regulation  was  decided  upon 
to  take  the  place  of  the  present  scheme 
when  its  trial  period  ended  in  June. 

Chemists'  Remuneration 

When  dealing  with  the  remuneration 
of  chemists  the  Comptroller  referred 
to  the  action  taken  by  the  Ministry  to 
effect  savings  by  reductions  in  Drug 
Tariff  prices.  It  was  estimated  that 
£320,000  annually  would  be  saved  in 
England  and  Wales  on  standard  drugs 
and  £85,000  a  year  in  Scotland  on  stan- 
dard and  proprietary  drugs  combined. 
In  Scotland  a  further  review  of  the 
pack  sizes  normally  purchased  by 
chemists  was  expected  to  provide  an 
additional  saving  of  £70,000.  Prelimin- 
ary results  of  an  inquiry  begun  in 
February  1959,  involving  a  sample  of 
350  chemists  who  were  asked  to  pro- 
vide details  of  their  purchases  of  over 
900  drugs,  including  any  discounts  re- 
ceived, had  just  become  available  and 
were  being  considered. 

Twenty  manufacturers  whose  pro- 
ducts accounted  for  over  70  per  cent, 
of  the  expenditure  were  asked  in  De- 
cember 1958  what  discounts  they 
allowed  from  list  prices.  The  replies 
indicated  that,  although  discounts 
granted  to  chemists  applied  only  to  a 
comparatively  small  part  of  the  field, 
they  might  amount  in  total  to  a  signi- 
ficant sum.

Among  other  points  revealed  by  the 
report  was  the  loss  of  £8,421  on  53863 
litres  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  which 
had  become  "  time  expired."  There  was 
also  a  loss  of  £51  because  a  breakdown 
in  refrigeration  rendered  0'405  litres 
of  influenza  vaccine  unfit  for  use.  The 
Medical  Research  Council  sold  £25,697 
worth  of  serum  during  the  year. 

Fees  imposed  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  1951  realised  £10,127  which 
was  £927  more  than  was  anticipated. 

The  following  statement  has  been 
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issued  by  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry: — 

"  The  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
General  has  drawn  attention  to  the 
shortfall  in  savings  expected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  from  the  operation 
of  the  voluntary  price  regulation 
scheme.  .  .  .  The  object  of  this  scheme 
was  to  ensure  fair  and  reasonable 
prices,  and  the  fact  that  comparatively 
small  savings  have  resulted  from  it 
confirms  the  industry's  view  that  prices 
generally  were  already  fair  and  reason- 


able. One  main  reason  why  the  expec- 
ted savings  were  not  realised  is  that 
increased  exports  enabled  a  number  of 
products  to  satisfy  the  test  of  reason- 
ableness by  reference  to  their  prices 
overseas.  Moreover  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  stated  that  for  products  ex- 
ported to  a  significant  extent  the 
scheme  has  demonstrated  that  National 
Health  Service  prices  are  generally 
lower  than  the  average  prices  in  the 
main  export  markets.  The  Comptroller 
has  also  commented  on  the  high  profit 


rates  in  terms  of  capital  employed 
apparently  being  earned  by  British 
subsidiaries  of  American  firms.  For 
a  valid  comparison  to  be  made  between 
the  profits  of  companies  based  in 
Britain  and  those  which  are  subsidi- 
aries of  American  companies,  account 
should  be  taken  of  the  large  sums  of 
capital  employed  on  research  and  tech- 
nical development  by  the  parent  com- 
panies in  the  United  States,  from 
which  the  Health  Service  in  this  coun- 
try derives  immense  benefit."

Chemists'  Veterinary  Sales 

Sir, — I  see  by  the  advertisements  that 
a  1959  Supplement  is  published  to  the 
British  Veterinary  Codex.  Can  any  re- 
tail pharmaceutical  chemist  tell  me 
why  this  useless  Codex  is  being  con- 
tinued? L  say  useless  from  the  angle 
of  a  frustrated  retail  pharmacist  who, 
when  the  Codex  was  issued,  fondly  ex- 
pected intelligent,  reasonably  frequent, 
and  profitable  veterinary  prescriptions 
to  'be  presented.  Instead,  one  has  had 
to  stand  practically  helpless  (unless  in 
a  position  to  canvass  personally  round 
the  farms),  and  see  veterinary  chemists' 
trade  dwindle  with  the  apparent  appro- 
val of  the  Society.  Only  one  pharma- 
ceutical publication,  a  monthly  one. 
'has  given  any  prominence  to  the 
Society's  memo  on  agricultural  and 
veterinary  matters.  Are  veterinary 
chemists  to  be  written  off?  Is  the 
matter  so  hush  hush  that  this  tradi- 
tional country  trade  is  to  foe  completely 
given  to  the  veterinarians  and  the 
itinerant  farm  travellers  who  can,  it 
appears,  always  be  in  position  to  sell 
the  farmer  all  the  medicines  (including 
antibiotics)     the     farmer  requires? 


Veterinary  prescriptions  are  a  rarity 
and  usually  for  expensive  products  for 
an  ailing  cat.  I  have  noticed,  over  the 
past  few  years,  much  publicity  and 
also  effort  put  out  by  the  Society  on 
behalf  of  a  minority  section  of  phar- 
macy: the  hospital  pharmacist.  I  be- 
lieve that  chemists  with  a  veterinary/ 
agricultural  connection  are  a  bigger 
minority.  How  about  some  effort  on 
their  behalf?  The  anomalous  position 
in  which  the  Society  dictates  the  phar- 
macist being  present  in  his  pharmacy 
all  the  time  his  pharmacy  is  open  is  in 
contrast  to  the  veterinarian's  keeping 
"  open  shop "  and  selling  (repeat 
"  selling ")  antibiotics  and  scheduled 
poisons  through  his  unqualified  em- 
ployees at  all  hours  without  any 
supervision.  Apparently  a  veterinary 
chemist  is  prohibited  from  treating 
animals,  though  discreet  and  simple 
counter  prescribing  is  allowed  and 
recognised  for  humans.  A  more  robust 
and  healthy  attitude  is  desired  from 
the  Society,  and  from  manufacturers 
of  veterinary  remedies.  Some  indication 
on  the  part  of  those  manufacturers  to 
prefer  distribution  of  their  products 
through  pharmacists  for  both  medical 


and  veterinary  products  would  be 
appreciated.  I  think  the  Society's  mem- 
orandum 100  per  cent,  defeatist,  and 
recommend  every  retail  pharmacist  to 
ask  his  Branch  secretary  for  a  peep  at 
that  depressing  document. 

Epispasticus 
[Epispasticus  himself  provides  the 
reason  no  "  prominence "  has  been 
given  in  this  paper  to  the  memorandum 
it  refers  to :  the  document  was  issued 
to  Branch  secretaries  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  No  copy  was  vouch- 
safed to  us,  though  we  have  seen  the 
statement  by  approaching  the  secre- 
tary of  a  branch.  We  hold  no  brief  for 
the  Council  in  this  matter.  Indeed  we 
have  made  our  own  contributions,  by 
comments  and  articles,  towards  im- 
provement of  the  chemist's  position  in 
the  supply  of  veterinary  medicinal 
products.  However,  as  we  understand 
it  the  memorandum  is  not  at  the  pres- 
ent stage  a  statement  of  Council  policy 
so  much  as  an  outline  of  points  to  be 
debated  by  members  in  their  branches 
and  at  a  specially  convened  meeting. 
It  is  not  our  intention  to  preserve 
silence  on  the  issues  involved.— 
Editor.] 
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AUTOMATION  in  the  manufacture  of  glass  bottles  has 
come  to  the  Castleford,  Yorks,  works  of  the  John 
LLumb  &  Co.  division  of  United  Glass,  Ltd.,  by  the 
installation  of  a  new  batch  plant  for  mixing  and  supplying 
the  raw  materials  to  furnaces.  The  new  plant  automatically 
weighs  and  mixes  the  raw  materials  for  the  types  of  glass  in 
which  Messrs.  Lumb  specialise.  To  supervise  the  operation 
one  man  at  a  control  panel  is  now  sufficient. 

Mixing  of  Materials 

Raw  materials,  on  arrival  at  the  factory,  are  tipped  into 
a  ground  hopper  and  fed  by  bucket  elevator  into  a  huge 
silo  in  the  batch  house.  The  silo,  rather  like  an  outsize 
hopper,  is  divided  into  nine  sections,  each  of  which  contains 
a  different  raw  material.  Below  each  section  is  a  bin  into 
which  the  raw  material  is  fed  and  automatically  weighed, 
the  supply  being  cut  off  when  the  required  amount  is  in  the 
bin.  Then  the  batch  is  released  into  a  mixing  drum,  after 
which  the  mixture  is  automatically  fed  on  to  conveyors,  into 
hoppers,  and  then  into  the  furnace.  To  the  batch  is  added 
a  quantity  of  broken  glass  ("  cullet ")  which  helps  the  fusion 
of  the  raw  materials  in  the  furnace.  The  process  is  continu- 
ous, batch  being  fed  in  at  one  end  of  the  furnace  as  molten 
glass  is  drawn  off  at  the  other.  A  24-hour  day,  seven-day 
week  production  is  maintained,  and  the  only  time  a  furnace 
is  stopped  is  at  Christmas  (or  Hogmanay  in  Scotland)  and 
when  it  is  due  for  demolition  and  rebuilding. 

The  main  ingredient  of  most  glasses  is  sand,  which  must 
be  as  free  as  possible  from  iron-containing  impurities,  which 
might  affect  the  glass  colour.  The  other  principal  raw  mate- 
rials are  soda  ash  and  limestone. 

The  feeding  of  the  batch  into  the  furnace  is  automatically 
controlled  to  maintain  a  constant  level  by  an  application  of 
the  Archimedes-screw  principle.  The  furnace  itself  is  divided 
into  two  sections  by  a  "  pigeon-holed  "  wall  above  the  glass 
level.  There  is  a  solid  wall  below  with  a  12  in.  sq.  "dog- 
hole  "  through  which  glass  flows  to  the  working  end.  At 
the  feed-in  end  the  raw  materials  are  subjected  to  tempera- 
tures of  1,300  to  1,550°  C,  causing  them  to  fuse  together. 
The  molten  mass  then  flows  into  the  next  division  where  it 
is  allowed  to  "  fine  "  (condition)  before  being  drawn  off. 

All  but  one  of  Messrs.  Lumb's  bottle-forming  machines 
work  on  the  feeder  principle,  the  "  odd  man  out "  being  of 
a  suction  type.  Both  types  involve  two  operations.  In  the 
feeder  type  a  charge  of  molten  glass  (a  "  gob  ")  of  precise 
weight  is  extruded  through  an  orifice  in  a  forehearth  that 
projects  from  the  furnace.  The  gob  falls  into  a  preliminary 
mould  in  which  a  vacuum  is  created  round  the  neck-ring 
whilst  air  is  blown  down  the  centre,  forcing  the  glass  into  a 
ring  at  the  neck.  The  tip  or  plug  round  which  the  glass  has 
formed  is  then  withdrawn,  the  mould  inverted,  the  bottle 
(partly  shaped  and  known  as  the  "  parison  ")  is  transferred 
to  a  second  mould  and  then  blown.  In  the  suction  method  a 
measured  volume  of  the  molten  glass  is  drawn  up  into  the 
parison  mould  and  transferred  to  a  second  mould  in  which 
it  is  blown  out  to  its  final  form. 

After  the  bottles  have  been  formed,  and  while  still  red 
hot,  they  are  subjected  to  gas-jet  flames  to  give  a  smooth 
finish.  They  pass  into  an  annealing  chamber  ("  lehr  ")  where 
they  are  reheated  and  allowed  to  cool  gradually.  Annealing 
prevents  stresses  that  would  be  set  up  if  the  glass  bottles 
were  allowed  to  cool  rapidly.  After  being  annealed  the 
bottles  are  immediately  sorted  by  hand,  imperfect  pieces  are 
broken  up  and  used  as  cullet,  and  good  ones  packed — 
unless  they  are  to  go  through  subsequent  decorative  pro- 
cesses. 

The  furnaces  at  the  Castleford  factory  may  be  operated 
either  by  oil  or  by  gas.  The  factory  produces  its  own  gas 
from  coal,  preheats  it  in  a  generator,  and  then  passes  it  into 
the  furnace.  At  the  port  or  burner  mouths  the  gas  meets  and 
burns  with  air  which  has  been  preheated  in  a  separate 
chamber.  Each  side  of  the  furnace  is  fed  alternately  for 
twenty  minutes  at  a  time,  a  valve  system  operating  to  change 
the  sides  through  which  the  gas  and  air  pass.  On  the  side 
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opposite  to  that  which  the  gas  and  air  enter  the  furnace 
waste  gases  are  taken  off  and,  as  they  pass  through  the 
regenerators  on  that  side  of  the  furnace,  they  heat  fire- 
bricks which  are  stacked  in  the  regenerator.  Thus  the  gas 
and  air,  when  put  through  that  side,  are  preheated  by  the 
hot  bricks,  resulting  in  a  higher  flame  temperature. 

Glass  Research 

Each  of  the  United  Glass  factories  has  a  laboratory  but 
it  is  mainly  concerned  with  quality  control  of  both  raw 
materials  and  finished  glass,  as  at  Castleford.  The  main  part 
of  the  company's  research  is  carried  out  at  research  labora- 
tories at  Charlton,  London.  While  the  general  principle  of 
making  glass  bottles  has  altered  little  for  thousands  of  years, 
the  tempo  of  research  into  "  permutations  "  in  composition 
has  increased  tremendously  over  the  past  few  years,  to 
keep  pace  with,  and  often  to  anticipate,  the  requirements  of 
many  industries,  not  the  least  of  which  are  the  chemical, 
pharmaceutical  and  cosmetic.  The  main  requirements  of 
industry  fall  generally  into  two  categories,  broadly  related 
to  the  behaviour  of  the  inner  and  outer  surfaces  of  the 
container.  The  external  surface  determines  the  appearance 
of  the  container  and  has  a  strong  influence  on  its  ability  to 
withstand  damage.  That  means  that  it  should  be  smooth  and 
bright  and  able  to  survive  the  scratching  and  impacts  it  is 
likely  to  receive  in  service.  The  main  requirement  of  the 
inner  surface  is  chemical  durability :  it  must  not  be  affected 
by,  nor  must  it  affect,  any  of  the  solids,  liquids  or  vapours 
with  which  it  will  come  into  contact. 

Recent  research  done  on  alkalinity  at  the  company"s 
Charlton  laboratories  has  answered  a  problem  that  has  ex- 
isted in  the  pharmaceutical  industry  for  some  years.  Though 
for  most  purposes  commercial  glass  may  be  regarded  as 
chemically  inert,  and  no  interaction  with  contents  can  nor- 
mally be  detected  with  the  great  majority  of  types  of  bottle 
even  after  sensitive  and  prolonged  tests,  it  is  possible  in  a 
few  special  cases  (for  example  when  filled  bottles  are  steri- 
lised with  high-pressure  steam)  to  detect  a  slight  extraction 
of  alkali  from  the  glass  surface.  That  could  affect  such  phar- 
maceutical preparations  as  are  sensitive  to  alkali.  Some 
slight  interaction  may  also  occur  if  bottles  are  used  for  stor- 
ing highly  alkaline  liquids.  The  problem  has  been  studied 
and  overcome  by  the  group's  research  laboratory,  which 
perfected  a  method  known  as  "  sulphating  "  for  minimising

the  interaction.  So  soon  as  possible  after  the  bottle  has  been 
blown,  and  just  before  it  moves  into  the  long  annealing 
lehr,  a  pellet  containing  ammonium  sulphate  and  other 
chemicals  is  automatically  dropped  into  the  neck  of  the 
nearly  red-hot  bottle.  The  heat  of  the  bottle  as  it  enters 
the  lehr  causes  the  tablet  to  decompose  and  give  off  sul- 
phuric acid  in  vapour  form  that  reacts  selectively  with  the 
alkali  in  the  surface  layers  of  the  glass 
and,  in  effect,  withdraws  the  alkali 
from  the  glass.  The  product  of  that  re- 
action remains  on  the  glass  surface  as  a 
film  of  sodium  sulphate  and  other  salts 
which  are  easily  removable  by  wash- 
ing, and  the  chemical  durability  of  the 
resulting  glass  surface,  now  poorer  in 
alkali,  is  increased  by  a  factor  of  ten 
to  twenty  times. 

The  process  may  also  be  carried  out 
by  direct  injection  of  suitable  gases  into 
the  bottles  at  the  same  stage.  Both 
methods  are  now  used  in  U.G.  fac- 
tories for.  among  other  things,  certain 
pharmaceutical  containers  and  blood- 
transfusion  bottles,  and  such  containers 
compare  favourably  in  performance 
with  bottles  made  from  the  more  ex- 
pensive types  of  borOsilicate  glass.  At 
the  moment  there  is  co-operation,  in 
which  Messrs.  United  Glass  are  keenly 
interested  between  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  other  bodies  in  a  series  of 
long-term  evaluation  tests  on  transfu- 
sion bottles  of  various  types.

Use  of  Silicones 

The  company's  chemists  have  done  a 
considerable  amount  of  research  into 
the  application  of  silicones  to  glass,  par- 
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ticularly  with  reference  to  ampoules  and  vials,  where  the 
internal  surface  is  coated  with  a  silicone  fluid  applied  either 
by  dipping,  spraying  or  jetting,  and  subsequently  "  curing  " 
the  silicone  at  a  suitable  temperature.  That  process  is,  how- 
ever, invariably  carried  out  by  the  user  of  the  container, 
for  it  may  easily  be  fitted  into  a  conventional  washing  and 
sterilising  cycle.  Penicillin  vials  are  an  example  of  con- 
tainers treated  in  that  way.  Silicone  treatment  may  also  be 
helpful  if  a  non-drip  neck  is  required  for  a  container  (for 
example  for  dispensing  sticky  or  corrosive  liquids).  Of 
course  the  first  essential  is  a  correctly  designed  neck,  after 
which  the  silicone  treatment  may  further  improve  the  pour- 
ing characteristics. 

In  addition  to  the  work  described  on  the  internal  glass 
surfaces,  developments  have  also  occurred  in  the  work  on 
external  surfaces.  The  need  for  this  arose  mainly  because  in 
modern  mechanical  high-speed  filling  methods  bottles  were 
subjected  to  a  certain  amount  of  mechanical  abuse,  resulting 
in  some  cases  in  a  damaging  of  the  glass  surface.  It  was 
found  that,  by  injecting  acid  gases  into  the  general  atmo- 
sphere of  the  annealing  lehrs,  it  was  possible  to  produce  on 
the  external  surface  a  thin,  but  slightly  greasy,  film  of 
sodium  sulphate.  Bottles  so  treated  were  rather  more  slip- 
pery than  would  normally  have  been  the  case,  so  that  glanc- 
ing impacts  were  less  likely  to  cause  damage  to  the  surface. 
As  the  sodium  sulphate  film  is  removed  immediately  on 
wetting  the  surface,  the  protection  lasts  only  until  the  first 
washing  of  the  bottle.  The  treatment  is  widely  used  now 
even  for  bottles  that  are  used  more  than  once.  Even  such 
limited  initial  protection  is  considered  worth  while,  as  a 
newly  made  bottle  is  fairly  easily  scratched  when  its  surface 
is  completely  clean  and  dry. 

By  an  alternative  method  recently  developed  for  lubricat- 
ing external  surfaces,  the  surface  is  coated  by  spraying  with 
a  slight  trace  of  an  organic  lubricant.  One  material  useful 
for  that  purpose  is  polyoxyethylene  monostearate.  If  a 
dilute  solution  of  that  compound  is  sprayed  on  to  bottles  as 
they  emerge  from  the  cold  end  of  the  annealing  lehr,  excel- 
lent lubrication  is  obtained.  That  treatment  has  the  advan- 
tage that  the  film  produced  is  invisible  but,  like  the  sulphat- 
ing  treatment,  lasts  only  until  the  bottle  is  first  washed. 

A  more  permanent  protection  is  now  obtained  by  silicone 
treatment  of  the  external  surfaces.  In  recent  years  consider- 
able work  has  been  done  both  on  the  development  of  suit-

able  silicones  and  on  the  best  methods  of  application.  Sili- 
cones may  be  sprayed  in  the  same  manner  as  stearates,  and 
the  heat  treatment  required  to  cure  the  silicones  may  easily 
be  achieved  by  carrying  out  the  spraying  at  the  appropriate 
point  in  the  cooling  cycle  of  the  newly  made  bottle.  A 
properly  applied  silicone  treatment  gives  good  lubricating 
properties,  and  the  effect  is  not  removed  by  washing  with 
water.  Even  washing  with  alkaline  detergents  does  not  im- 
mediately destroy  the  effect.  Silicone  treatment  might  by 
now  have  been  more  widely  applied  were  it  not  that  its 
side-effects  are  sometimes  more  undesirable  than  the  mech- 
anical damage  the  silicone  coating  is  designed  to  prevent. 
In  particular,  the  adhesion  of  paper  labels  may  be  impaired. 

The  ideal  lubricant  for  glass-container  surfaces  would  be 
one  with  lubricating  properties  as  good  as  the  present  sili- 
cones, with  good  resistance  against  the  action  of  alkaline 
washing  detergents,  and  which  caused  no  additional  diffi- 
culties such  as  the  labelling  problem.  Although,  so  far,  no 
single  material  or  process  has  been  found  that  combines  all 
those  properties  to  a  satisfactory  degree,  work  is  continu- 
ing at  the  U.G.  Charlton  laboratories,  and  several  promis- 
ing materials  are  being  developed  and  evaluated. 

PHARMACEUTICALS  IN  GLASS 

Results  of  a  market  survey 
A  RECENT  survey  carried  out  by  a  market  research  organi- 
sation for  the  Glass  Manufacturers'  Federation  indicates 
that  in  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  industries,  the  prefer- 
ence of  the  consumer  is  still  "  overwhelmingly  for  glass." 
The  survey  was  carried  out  among  a  national  representative 
sample  of  consumers,  manufacturers  and  retailers.  Of  those 
interviewed  86  per  cent,  preferred  glass  packs  for  pharma- 
ceutical products.  "  It  is  clear  from  the  survey,"  say  the 
Federation,  "  that  on  the  whole  people  are  confident  that 
glass  will  protect  the  contents  better  than  competing  con- 
tainers. That  preference  is  based  on  the  knowledge  that  the 
pack  is,  itself,  hygienic  and  can  be  sterilised.  Moreover, 
its  transparency  enables  a  rapid  identification  of  the  con- 
tents. The  public  also  appreciate  that  pharmaceuticals  keep 
well  in  glass  and  that  there  is  no  danger  of  chemical  inter- 
action between  the  container  and  the  product.  Finally,  the 
consumer  feels  that  containers  of  that  type  should  be  easily- 
opened  and  resealed,  and  the  survey  indicates  that  glass  is 
favoured  on  that  account.  Manufacturers  and  packers  base 
their  preference  mainly  upon  the  chemical  inertness  of  glass, 
and  over  90  per  cent,  stated  no  other  pack  would,  for  that 
reason,  be  suitable  for  their  product  adding  that  that  prefer- 
ence was  reinforced  by  the  impermeability  of  glass  con- 
tainers, ease  of  filling,  and  efficiency  of  sealing."

Brilliant  planning  and  shrewd 
investment  put  a  "  newcomer  " 
among  the  leading  aerosol 
companies  in  jive  years 


TO  capture  one-third  of  any  national  market  within  five 
years  of  starting  production  is  in  itself  a  feat  worth 
recording.  But  to  obtain  that  share  of  a  market  that 
increased  from  750,000  units  in  1951  to  an  estimated  22  mil- 
lions in  1959  is  an  indication  of  exceptionally  wise  planning 
allied  to  shrewd  capital  investment. 

That  remarkable  advance  has  been  achieved  by  the  Aero- 
sol Packaging  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bracknell,  Berks  (formerly  the 
Safca  Aerosol  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.).  Recently  the  com- 
pany doubled  its  factory  area — a  further  indication  of  rapid 
expansion,  and  a  pointer  to  the  company's  belief  in  the 
future  prospects  of  aerosols. 

Production 

An  aerosol  consists  of  four  basic  components — the  pro- 
duct (usually  a  liquid),  a  propellant  gas,  a  valve  complete 
with  dip-tube,  and  a  container.  The  container  is  filled  with 
the  product  and  the  gas,  and  the  valve  is  crimped  into  place. 
When  the  button  of  the  valve  is  depressed,  the  pressure  the 
gas  creates  forces  the  product  out  through  the  valve  (see 
C.  &  D.,  February  2,  1957,  p.  120).  Every  detail  of  the  filling 
operation  requires  the  finest  precision,  as  does  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  containers  which  must  be  made  to  withstand 
the  pressure  of  the  gases,  and  of  the  valves  which  control 
the  pattern  of  the  spray  or  foam  emitted. 

At  the  APC  plant,  the  liquid  product  for  packaging  is  put 
into  250-  or  1.000-gall.  stainless  steel  tanks.  If  the  cold- 
filling  method  is  being  used,  the  product  is  piped  through 
stainbss  steel  cooling  pipes  to  the  machines  on  the  filling 
line  and  into  the  containers,  which  move  along  a  conveyor 
belt.  The  propellant — which  has  to  be  reduced  in  tempera- 
ture because  it  has  a  low  boiling  point — is  then  added.  The

filled  packs  are  carefully  checked  on  weight-control 
machines  to  make  certain  that  the  correct  balance  of  pro- 
duct and  propellant  has  been  put  in,  for  on  that  depends 
the  successful  operation  of  the  aerosol.  The  valves  are  in- 
serted, clamped  down  and  crimped  by  a  machine,  and  the 
containers  are  then  moved  on  a  belt  (magnetic  for  tin-plate 
containers,  but  provided  with  clamps  for  aluminium) 
through  a  trough  of  hot-  water  which  raises  the  internal  pres- 
sure of  the  pack  so  that  any  valve  leaks  or  faults  in  the 
container  itself  may  be  quickly  identified  by  bubbles  coming 
to  the  surface.  After  automatic  drying,  the  container  is 
capped,  labelled  (if  required)  and  packed  ready  for  dispatch. 

The  cold-filling  method  is  generally  preferred  because  it 
is  the  quickest  available,  but  for  products  with  a  water  base 
(e.g.,  shaving  creams  and  shampoos)  which  change  in  con- 
sistency on  contact  with  cold  gas  or  on  chilling,  a  different 
method  is  used.  The  product  is  injected  into  the  container, 
the  valve  is  fitted,  and  the  propellant  is  then  forced  by  pres- 
sure into  the  container  through  the  valve.  Both  methods  are 
in  use  at  Bracknell. 

Laboratory  Service  and  Quality  Control 

APC  are  an  aerosol  service  company  and.  although  con- 
nected (through  being  a  subsidiary  of  Aerosol  Associated  In- 
dustries) with  Mondart,  Ltd.,  who  market  the  Max  brand  of 
pressurised  packs,  make  available  all  facilities  at  Bracknell, 
including  research,  to  anyone  interested  in  that  form  of 
packaging.  Before  any  product  is  pressure-packed  by  APC, 
meticulous  tests  are  carried  out  in  the  company's  labora- 
tories. The  research  staff  make  sure  that  when  the  product 
and  the  propellant  are  mixed,  they  will  not  clog  the  valve 
or  corrode  the  container,  that  they  will  not  become  harmful 
to  the  skin  or  lungs,  and  that  they  will  react  favourably 
under  pressure.  Other  tests  are  necessary  to  prove  that  the 
colour  of  a  product  is  not  affected  (particularly  important 
for  paints  and  for  coloured  hair  sprays)  and  that  the  fra- 
grance of  perfumes  and  cosmetic  products  is  not  adversely 
affected  by  the  blending  of  the  propellant  with  the  aromatic 
oils,  chemicals  and  alcohols.  Those  tests  ensure  that  any 
product  aerosol-packed  by  APC  either  for  Mondart,  Ltd., 
or  for  any  other  client  is  of  a  consistent  quality. 

The  company  fill  in  quantities  from  100  upwards,  although 
for  smaller  runs  the  production  would  be  carried  out  on  a 
pilot  line.  For  the  "  fast "  filling  line  a  minimum  run  of 
10,000  is  required.  Production  capacity  at  the  Bracknell  plant 
is  200  cans  a  minute. 

When  actual  production  begins,  meticulous  "  quality  con- 
trol "  tests  are  carried  out  on  valves  and  containers,  as  well 
as  on  the  product  itself,  with  regular  checking  both  on  the 
production  line  and  in  the  quality-control  laboratory  to 
ascertain  that  the  exact  standards  laid  down  are  maintained 
at  every  stage.  The  quality,  weight  and  reaction  of  the  pro- 
duct to  pressure  packaging  during  the  whole  of  the  produc- 
tion period  are  subjected  to  constant  scrutiny,  and  great 
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Above,  empty  containers  are  moved  towards  a  double  automatic  fillinr 
point;  at  top  right,  the  containers,  having  been  rilled  with  product  and 
propellant,  receive  valves  with  their  plastic  dip- tubes,  before  being  sealed 
by  machine;  at  right,  aerosols  are  seen  entering  hot  tanks  to  test  tor  valve 
or  container  faults. 


emphasis  is  laid  on  that  checking,  and  on  precision  and 
absolute  cleanliness. 

Expansion 

The  company's  main  impetus  was  derived  when  Thomas 
Tilling,  Ltd.,  began  to  take  an  interest  in  their  affairs.  Orig- 
inally a  transport  company.  Messrs.  Tilling  are  believed  to 
have  been  tme  of  the  post-war  pioneers  in  diversification  of 
activities;  they  became  a  holding  company,  prepared  to  in- 
vest in  any  sound,  expanding  industry. 

Safca  Aerosol  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  moved  to  the 
Bracknell  factory  from  a  small  unit  at  Romford,  Essex,  in 
1956.  The  new  premises  occupied  12,500  sq.  ft.,  and  Mr. 
M.  N.  Conville  (managing  director,  Aerosol  Packaging  Co.. 
Ltd.),  said,  at  the  recent  opening  of  the  new  extension :  "  We 
had  little  to  bring  with  us."  In  April  1958  Messrs.  Tilling 
announced  that  arrangements  had  been  completed  with 
Commercial  Plastics,  Ltd.,  for  joint  operation  on  a  wider 
basis  as  aerosol  fillers  and  producers  of  valves,  and  the  Safca 
Company  was  renamed  the  Aerosol  Packaging  Co.,  Ltd.  To 
the  venture  Commercial  Plastics,  Ltd.,  brought  valuable 
"  know-how  "  both  of  production  of  plastics  materials  and 
of  marketing.  (Messrs.  Commercial  Plastics  specialise  in  sheet 
plastics  materials  and  are  perhaps  best  known  for  their 
branded  material  Fablon.) 

Mr.  Conville  recently  spent  a  few  weeks  in  the  United 
States  studying  American  production  methods  and  trends  in 
the  aerosols  market.  Many  of  the  impressions  he  gained

there  have  been  put  to  practical  effect  at  Bracknell,  resulting 
in  a  streamlining  of  production.  Speaking  at  the  opening  of 
the  extension  (which  doubles  the  production  area  to  25,000 
sq.  ft.)  Mr.  Conville  said  that,  in  the  United  States  in  195.8. 
500  millions  aerosols  had  been  sold.  With  a  population  of 
150  millions  that  meant  that,  on  average,  each  person  used 
over  three  aerosols.  That  trend,  he  believed,  would  be  fol- 
lowed in  the  United  Kingdom,  "  and  we  intend  that  the 
Aerosol  Packaging  Co.,  Ltd.,  shall  fill  a  large  part  of  the 
market  here.  We  now  have  the  plant  for  that.  In  1951  about 
750,000  aerosols  were  produced  in  this  country;  in  1954  the 
number  was  3,500,000;  in  1958,  16  millions.  In  1959  I  think 
that  production  will  be  of  the  order  of  22  millions.  As  the 
market  has  increased  so  has  our  percentage  of  it.  That  will 
continue  to  be  the  case."  Mr.  Conville  said  that  he  believed 
there  was  a  potential  market  of  100  million  aerosols  a  year 
in  Britain.

Capsules,  cachets,  lozenges,  pastilles,  pills  and 
tablets,  and  bulk  powders  may  not  be  dispensed  in  envelopes  and  paper  bags.  Payment  for  con- 
tainers is  at  the  average  rate  of  i*62d.  per  prescription,  for  every  prescription  {except  a  'Bulk' 
prescription)  dispensed  by  chemists,  not  by  appliance  contractors." — Drug  Tariff,  Part  VI.

"O  ONE  has  yet  defined  officially  what  is  a  suitable  container,  as 
required  of  the  chemist  under  his  terms  of  service  and  set  out  in 
Part  VI  of  the  Drug  Tariff.  For  some  years  now  there  has  been 
considerable  discussion  on  the  forms  of  packaging  available  for  tablets, 
and  it  seems  to  be  generally  agreed  among  chemists,  as  shown  by  discus- 
sions at  Branch  Representatives'  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  by  discussions  at  the  professional  sessions  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference,  that  the  range  of  containers  is  too  wide,  and  that  the 
skillet  is  an  unsatisfactory  receptacle  for  tablets. 

At  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  at  Aberdeen  in  September  1955, 
Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  presented  a  paper  in  which  he  stated  that  manu- 
facturers should  be  willing  to  vary  or  change  their  packaging  arrange- 
ments in  the  interest  of  proper  dispensing  practice,  and  that  manufac- 
turers should  voluntarily  and  collectively  stabilise  package  sizes.  "  It  is 
fantastic  that  some  manufacturers  should  pack  proprietary  tablets  in 
25's  and  500's  only,  or,  more  glaringly,  10's  and  250's." 

Discussing  the  views  of  a  practising  pharmacist  on  the  question  of 
the  presentation  of  dispensed  medicines  at  the  second  professional  session 
of  the  Llandudno  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  September  1958. 
Mr.  G  T.  M.  David  commented  that  the  Drug  Tariff  did  specify  what 
would  be  unsuitable  containers  for  powders  and  tablets,  but  that  there 
seemed  to  be  no  precise  definition  of  suitable  containers.  He  said  that  a 
suitable  container  should  obviously  protect  the  preparation  it  contained 
from  deterioration  and  contamination.  The  degree  of  protection  neces- 
sary would  vary  with  the  preparation,  and  the  criterion  would  have  to 
be  that  the  patient  received  the  medicine  in  the  form  and  condition 
intended  by  the  prescriber,  and  that  it  should  remain  in  that  condition 
until  consumed.  Mr.  David  went  on :  "  It  would  appear  that  the  most 
widely  used  container  for  tablets  is  the  skillet  or  folding  carton.  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  obtain  figures  in  support  of  that  statement,  but  the 
report  on  the  recent  container  allowance  inquiry  conducted  jointly  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  said :  '  The 
proportion  ol  containers  of  the  folding  carton  type  .  .  .  which  account 
for  over  40  pet  cent,  of  containers  of  all  types,  was  virtually  the  same  for 
each  of  the  three  chemist  groups.'  Clearly  those  folding  cartons  must 
have  been  used  mainly  for  that  group  of  products.  The  skillet  affords 
the  contents  little  protection  from  deterioration  by  exposure  to  moisture 
or  heat,  or  to  loss  by  deformation,  and  is  only  slightly  better  than  the 
paper  bag,  which  is  specifically  condemned  by  the  Drug  Tariff.  One 
assumes  that  it  achieved  its  present  popularity  mainly  because  it  was 
cheap,  and  secondly  because  it  is  convenient  to  store  and  use."

instruction  in  the  British  National  Formulary  that  certain  tablets  should 
be  dispensed  in  containers  that  would  prevent  access  of  moisture,  and 
that  certain  others  should  be  stored  in  well-closed  containers,  or  con- 
tainers that  prevented  access  of  moisture.  Further,  there  was  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  pharmacist  to  ensure  that  potent  tablets  were  difficult 
of  access  to  children.  Mr.  David  believed  that  those  considerations  would 
suggest  that  nearly  all  tablets  should  be  dispensed  in  screw-capped  glass 
bottles  or  vials,  or  in  containers  at  least  as  efficient  as  those.  He  pointed 
out  that  plastic  containers  were  available  "  but  not  popular  with  phar- 
macists," and  that  published  work  seemed  to  justify  the  use  of  glass. 
Mr.  David  also  went  on  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  dispensing  of 
proprietary  preparations  including  the  removal  of  all  identifying  litera- 
ture on  the  pack  when  handed  to  the  patient  and  the  dispensing  of 
proprietary  preparations  from  bulk  containers. 

Despite  the  remark  of  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  in  the  ensuing  discussion  at 
that  professional  session  that  he  thought  the  time  had  arrived  when 
someone  should  give  a  lead — "  someone  to  whom  we  can  look  for 
guidance,  we  should  look  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  " 
— neither  the  Pharmaceutical  Society"s  Council  nor  packaging  manufac- 
turers appear  to  have  come  forward  with  offers  of  suitable,  and  econ- 
omically practicable,  containers  designed  to  obviate  the  difficulties  pre- 
sented to  pharmacists  in  the  dispensing  of  tablets,  lozenges,  etc. 

The  problem  of  packaging  tablets,  having  thus  been  so  thoroughh 
aired  both  publicly  and  in  private  by  pharmacists,  can  hardly  have  gone 
unnoticed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  a  problem  that  should  prefer- 
ably have  been  tackled  immediately  there  was  criticism  of  the  skillet. 
Obviously  what  the  pharmacist  needs  is  an  inexpensive  container  that 
can  be  made  available  at  short  notice,  that  takes  up  little  storage  space, 
and  is  durable,  airtight  and  hygienic.  The  material  used  in  making  the 
container  should,  moreover,  be  chemically  inert.  Despite  the  criticism 
that  has  been  aimed  at  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  packaging  of  tablets 
by  manufacturing  chemists,  there  has  been  little  or  no  response  from 
packaging  manufacturers. 

In  an  endeavour  to  provide  assistance  in  what  is  admittedly  a  difficult 
problem  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  here  presents  a  survey  of  the 
packaging  materials  and  containers  that  are  available  to  him  at  present, 
and  gives  a  hint  of  what  packaging  manufacturers  might  make  available 
after  they  have  studied  the  problem.  Undoubtedly  the  larger  manufac- 
turers are  constantly  seeking  ways  of  improving  their  existing  packs  and 
looking  for  ideas  for  new  types  of  container,  both  to  perform  their  func- 
tion more  efficiently  and  to  reduce  costs.  But  to  date  the  progress  has 
been  slow,  and  it  seems  evident  that  no  one  manufacturer  has  given 
specific  and  undivided  attention  to  that  one  pressing  problem  of  the  retail 
chemist. 

Containers  in  Glass 

Beatson,  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Rotherham,  Yorks,  state  that  "  after 
much  research  into  the  problem  of  finding  the  ideal  container  [for  tablet 
packaging] — we  are,  of  course,  in  an  advantageous  position  for  such 
research,  dealing  as  we  do  direct  with  retail  chemists — we  concluded 
the  rectangular  or  "  square  "  shape  tablet  bottle  was  preferable  in  many 
ways  to  the  old-fashioned  oval  shape."  The  company  claim  that  among 
those  advantages  are  the  square  bottle  takes  up  far  less  storage  space  and 
its  flat  face  affords  much  greater  ease  of  labelling.  They  continue :  "  In 
consequence  of  our  conclusions  we  increased  the  range  of  sizes  we  are 
able  to  offer  to  cover  all  capacities  normally  required  by  the  chemist 
for  tablet  packaging  and  are  now  able  to  supply  from  fully  automatic 
moulds  the  following  sizes  in  amber  and  white  flint  glass: — dr.  ly,  dr.

All  tablet  bottles  sent  out  are  packed  in  1 -gross 
cartons  and  as  they  are  packed  at  the  lehr  end  immediately  after  anneal- 
ing following  manufacture,  and  the  cartons  are  promptly  sealed,  they  are 
justly  claimed  to  be  in  "  production-clean  "  condition.  Commenting  gen- 
erally on  the  problem,  Messrs.  Beatson,  Clark  claim  that  there  is  no 
doubt  that  glass  provides  the  most  durable,  air-tight  and  hygienic  pack 
that  is  available  at  low  prices.  They  conclude :  "  One  further  point 
which  occurs  to  us  concerns  the  1958  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  the  control  of  Dangerous  Drugs  and  poisons.  In  the  report  a  recom- 
mendation was  made  that  bottles  containing  tablets  other  than  those 
intended  to  be  taken  orally  or  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  hypodermic 
injections  or  for  implantation  should  be  fluted  vertically  with  ribs  or 
grooves  recognisable  by  touch.  For  that  purpose  we  suggest  use  of  our 
emerald  pigment  jars  which  are  fluted  for  recognition  by  touch." 

Johnsen  &  Jorgensen  Flint  Glass,  Ltd.,  30  St.  Bride  Street,  Lon- 
don, E.C4,  carry  probably  the  widest  range  of  glass  containers  available 
for  tablet  packaging :  A  total  of  forty-eight  containers  in  a  series  range 
of  eight.

Metal  Containers 

One  of  the  materials  for  tablet  containers  that  appears  to 
have  found  favour,  particularly  among  manufacturing  chem- 
ists, is  aluminium.  Among  its  assets  are  strength  and  light- 
ness, plus  ease  of  storage,  which  many  users  claim  make 
it  a  superior  material  to  glass.  However,  though  manufac- 
turers of  aluminium  containers  claim  that  their  prices  are 
competitive  with  glass,  none  approached  by  the  C.  &  D. 
was  prepared  to  give  comparative  prices.  Further,  it  is  not 
always  possible  for  retailers  to  deal  direct  with  the  manu- 
facturers because  the  orders  are  considered  "  small."  Whole- 
salers may  obtain  supplies  for  large  orders.  A  number  of 
glass  bottle  manufacturers  also  specify  "  wholesale  only  " 
which  would  mean  that  chemists  ordering  in  quantities  too 
small  for  manufacturers  to  consider  would  have  to  pay 
considerably  more  for  their  containers  because  of  (a)  the 
addition  of  the  wholesaler's  profit  margin  and  (b)  inability 
to  benefit  from  quantity  discounts.  One  the  other  hand  the 
manufacturer,  were  he  to  agree  to  supply  in  small  quantities, 
would  be  faced  with  a  great  increase  in  overheads  because 
of  the  extra  work  and  materials  required  for  packaging 
smaller  orders.  However,  there  are  available  to  chemists, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  a  variety  of  metal  containers 
generally  in  tinplate  or  aluminium. 

Though  normally  used  for  ointments  and  creams,  etc., 
round  slip-lid  tins  are  suitable  containers  for  tablets — particu- 
larly for  the  packaging  of  quantities  of  100  and  upwards. 
J.  F.  Farwig  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  208  York  Road,  Battersea,  Lon- 
don, S.W.I  1,  make  various  sizes  of  such  containers  in 
diameters  of  3,  3|,  4,  5,  6  and  8  in. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  C.  &  D.  on  the  problem  of 
tablet  packaging,  E.  Illingworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sutton-in- 
Ashfield,  Notts,  stated :  "  We  have  carefully  looked  into  this 
problem  and  we  enclose  a  drawing  showing  three  sizes  of 
slip-lid  containers  which  are  of  the  same  volume  as  the 
three  sizes  of  cardboard  skillets  at  present  used  by  chemists. 
These  tins  would  be  made  from  C.8  tinplate  and  lacquered 
inside,  which  would  make  them  chemically  inert,  and  decor- 
ated in  cream  or  any  other  plain  colour  on  the  outside  to 
make  them  attractive.  The  lids  and  bodies  would  be  curled 
to  alleviate  any  possibility  of  cut  fingers  through  sharp  edges 
and  a  small  panel  would  be  raised  into  the  lid  to  allow  for 
l  he  shop  label  to  be  attached.  We  have  based  our  quotation 


on  quantities  of  a  million  of  each  size  and  we  feel  that 
supplies  would  not  be  hard  to  obtain  at  very  short  notice 
under  normal  circumstances." 

Messrs.  Illingworth's  quotations  are  as  follows:  2-in. 
diameter  x  j5ff  in.  deep  overall,  seamless  tins.  Body  internally 
curled.  Lid  externally  curled  with  panel  to  accommodate 
paper  labels.

The  stock  range  of  plain  aluminium  tubes  available  from 
The  Metal  Box  Co.,  Ltd.,  37  Baker  Street,  London,  W.l, 
comprises  twenty  sizes  from  15  to  75  mm.  diameter,  and  40 
to  230  mm.  in  depth,  to  give  a  fluid  capacity  from  i  to  24 
fl.  oz.

Foil,  Plastic  and  Paper 

Fisher's  Foils,  Ltd.,  Wembley,  Middlesex,  make  alu- 
minium foil  for  the  strip  packaging  of  tablets,  a  usual  speci- 
fication for  which  is  0  030  mm.  gauge  with  heat-seal  lacquer 
upon  one  side,  two  such  foils  being  used  together  to  heat 
seal  the  tablets  between  them.  Recently  the  company  intro- 
duced a  new  type  of  packaging  medium  consisting  of  0  030 
mm.  gauge  soft  aluminium  foil,  with  a  polythene  extrusion 
on  one  side.  That  type  of  medium  is  claimed  to  offer  excep- 
tional protection  to  tablets,  especially  when  submitted  to 
undue  humidity.  Messrs.  Fisher  also  suggest  that  "  another 
possible  method  of  packaging  tablets  is  in  small  sachets  or 
bags.  They  could  consist  of  a  polythene-coated,  paper-lined 
aluminium  foil,  the  polythene  surface  being  inside.  That 
could  be  used  in  reel  form  upon  a  machine  which  would 
form  the  pack  from  the  medium,  place  in  it  a  requisite 
number  of  tablets  and  seal  it  up,  delivering  the  completed 
bags  already  for  bulk  distribution."  Obviously  such  a 
method  would  recommend  itself  more  to  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  than  to  retail  chemists.  But  there  is  no  reason 
why,  on  a  smaller  scale,  the  retailer  should  not  be  able  to 
make  use  of  the  principle  involved.  Equipment  need  be 
minimal :  a  double  reel  of  laminates  and  a  neat  applicator; 
in  effect  a  strip-packaging  plant  on  a  pilot-scale  in  the  dis- 
pensary ! 

A  great  advantage  of  the  stock  range  of  boxes  made  by 
Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Chesterfield,  Derbys,  is  that  they 
may  be  nested,  affording  considerable  savings  of  space  in 
storage.  The  range  comprises  chepette,  purple-flanged  and 
Sealite  boxes  and  pill  boxes  (scarlet  series).  The  Sealite 
wax-impregnated  boxes  are  primarily  for  use  with  ointments 
but  may  equally  well  be  used  for  tablets.  They  were  intro- 
duced to  meet  demands  for  a  good  clean  box  "  made  from 
the  purest  white  materials  available."  The  beaded  ends  give 
additional  strength  to  top  and  bottom  cards.  Available  in  six 
sizes,  the  Sealite  boxes  cost  from  about  12s.  per  gross  for  the 
t-oz.  size  to  just  over  60s.  for  the  16-oz.  The  purple-flanged 
pill  boxes  are  round  shouldered,  of  "  superior  quality  and 
finish,"  banded  purple  with  four  white  edges  and  ring 
label  on  top  of  the  snugly  fitting  lids.  They  are  already  ex- 
tensively used.  Prices  range  from  about  16s.  per  gross  for  the 
smallest  (1  dr.)  of  the  seven  sizes,  to  about  40s.  for  the 
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largest  (4  oz.).  The  chepette  general-purpose  box  (grease- 
proof) was  designed  specifically  as  an  ointment  box,  but  is 
also  suitable  for  the  general  dispensing  of  pills  and  tablets. 
The  boxes  retain  contents  in  good  condition  and  do  not  lose 
their  shape  on  being  subjected  to  a  damp  atmosphere.  Made 
in  sizes  and  capacities  in  accordance  with  the  N.H.S.  require- 
ments. Price  range:  From  about  5s.  to  about  22s.  per  gross. 
(A  "  cut-down  "  series  is  also  available.)  Robinsons  round 
pill  boxes  have  been  in  general  use  all  over  the  world  for 
many  generations.  Of  sound  and  rigid  construction  with  cor- 
rectly fitting  lids,  they  provide  security  and  protection  for 
the  contents.  Price  range:  From  about  4s.  6d.  to  about  12s. 
per  gross. 

A  comparatively  new  container  for  tablet  packaging  is  the 
Rol-Con  made  by  Rolex  Paper  Co.,  Ltd.,  21  Chiswell 
Street,  London,  E.C.I.  Beaded  at  both  ends  the  Rol-Con 
has  a  tight-sealing  form  of  metal  push-in  closure.  It  can  be 
supplied  with  a  variety  of  coloured  outside  finishes  in  addi- 
tion to  the  standard  white-enamel  paper.  Barrier  liners  may 
be  made  from  several  materials,  including  polythene  and 


aluminium  foil  and  can  be  wound  on  the  inside  of  the  drum 
or  buried  as  an  inner  ply,  whichever  is  considered  more  suit- 
able to  the  particular  product. 

A  small,  transparent  plastic  container  for  holding  tablets  is 
made  by  John  Dickinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Apsley  Mills,  Hemel 
Hempstead,  Herts.  The  container  has  an  added  feature  in 
that  tablets  may  be  extracted  individually.  "  However,"  state 
Messrs.  Dickinson,  "  we  must  warn  you  that  the  price  may 
be  beyond  the  limits  of  the  National  Health  Service.  Each 
of  these  holders  costs  Id.  to  lid.,  according  to  quantity,  and 
we  do  not  keep  a  stock  of  them.  But  they  may  well  be 
useful  for  some  of  the  more  expensive  type  of  drugs." 

The  polystyrene  Polytubes  by  The  Metal  Box  Co.,  Ltd., 
are  not  normally  available  in  small  quantities  although  the 
company  stated  recently  that  they  would  be  prepared  to 
consider  supplying  in  minimum  lots  of  1,000.  The  range  of 
sizes  is  wide  and  the  stoppers,  also  in  polystyrene,  give  good 
closure.  They  are  light,  strong,  and  are,  generally,  chemi- 
cally inert.  They  can  be  printed,  which  is  one  reason  for  their 
increasing  popularity  among  manufacturing  chemists. 
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Plastic  Foam  Wads. — White  polyur- 
ethane  foam  wads  for  packing  the  necks 
of  tablet  bottles  are  available  from 
Lime  Bank  Products,  Ltd.,  Lime  Bank 
Street  Works,  Manchester,  12. 

Glass  Bottles. — An  extensive  range  of 
bottles  for  the  packaging  of  pharmaceu- 
ticals and  cosmetics  is  offered  by  Inter- 
national Bottle  Co.,  Ltd.,  140  Park 
Lane,  London,  W.l. 

Bottle  Corks. — Top-grade  corks  for 
bottles  containing  medicines  are  avail- 
able from  Robinson  Bros.,  Cork 
Growers,  Ltd.,  21  Horton  Street.

up  into  strips  containing  an  indefinite 
number,  but  in  practice,  for  purposes  of 
packing  and  space,  they  are  made  in 
strips  of  six  pouches  on  a  Simplex 
machine  by  heat  welding  and  perforat- 
ing in  a  single  operation,  the  maximum 
length  being  114  in.,  thus  enabling  a 


tube  10  in.  long  to  be  packed  comfort- 
ably. The  pack  can  be  colour  printed 
and  the  open  end  can  be  heat  sealed. 

A  Redesigned  Machine. — The  "  555  " 
high-speed  rotary  automatic  printing 
machine  manufactured  by  Rejafix,  Ltd., 
81  Fulham  High  Street,  London,  S.W.6, 
has  been  extensively  redesigned  and 
improved  by  the  manufacturers,  the  cur- 
rent machine  being  known  as  the  model 
555  mark  II.  The  machine  may  be  used 
for  the  marking  and  printing  of  cylin- 
drical articles — either  straight-sided  or 
slightly  tapered — made  of  many  dif- 
ferent materials.  Articles  of  any  dia- 
meter from  iV  to  H  in.  and  up  to  5  in. 
long  may  be  printed  on  the  machine. 
Longer  articles  may  be  handled  in  many 
cases  with  the  aid  of  a  special  guide. 
The  maximum  printing  area  is  3  in.  long 
x  2i  in.  around  the  circumference  of 
the  article.  Output  is  normally  up  to 
7,000  articles  per  hour,  but  with  small 
articles  up  to  I  in.  diameter,  as  many  as 
12,000  an  hour  may  be  achieved.  Load- 
ing is  simplified  by  a  special  device 
whereby  magazine-type  containers  are 
loaded  direct  to  an  easy-feed  hopper. 
The  machine  is  adjustable  for  the  entire 
range  of  diameters  and  lengths  handled 
and  slight  variation  in  diameter  does 
not  affect  the  clarity  of  prints.  The 
makers  claim  that,  by  the  use  of  their 
'"  Rapid "  inks,  the  printing  is  touch 
dry  when  the  articles  are  discharged 
from  the  conveyor  belt. 


CONTROL  OF  DRUGS:  Shown  here  is  a  transparent 
plastic  tablet  container  made  by  the  American  Hospital 
Supply  Corporation,  Evanston,  Illinois.  It  is  intended 
for  use  in  the  ward  for  ensuring  that  a  patient  does 
not  receive  an  overdose.  Tablets  are  contained  in  "  dose 
holes  "  and  are  released  by  turning  the  base  of  the  container.  Only  one  dose  is  released  at  a  time, 
there  being  a  ratchet  control  of  the  rotating  movement.  The  container  can  be  labelled  to  bear  the 
patient's  name,  etc.  As  yet  it  is  not  available  in  Britain. 
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Premature  Criticism  of  an  Industry 

A  point  that  emerges  from  a  study  of  the  report  for 
1959  of  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor-General  on  the 
Civil  Appropriation  Accounts  (see  p.  138)  is  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  appears  to  appreciate  the  problems 
of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  better  than  those  whose 
main  occupation  is  with  figures.  That  is.  of  course, 
not  unexpected,  but  it  is  a  little  unfortunate,  to  say 
the  least,  that  the  Ministry  does  not  appear  to  have 
the  opportunity  for  publicising  its  opinions  so  forcefully 
as  the  Comptroller  or,  shall  we  say,  the  Committee  of 
Public  Accounts. 

The  Comptroller's  main  criticism  of  the  industry  is 
directed  at  one  section — the  subsidiaries  in  this  country 
of  the  American  pharmaceutical  manufacturers.  But 
the  critical  comment  seems  to  be  based  on  foundations 
that  even  the  accountants  who  prepared  them  suggested 
might  be  an  unsafe  springboard  from  which  to  launch 
such  devastating  attacks.  In  his  report,  indeed,  the 
Comptroller  specifically  states  that  the  accountants  had 
pointed  out  that  the  figures  they  had  prepared  must  be 
subject  to  important  reservations. 

In  his  capacity  as  official  auditor  of  the  Government, 
the  Comptroller  has  an  onerous  duty  to  perform,  and 
one  that  must  be  carried  out  fearlessly  and  objectively. 
He  must  weigh  his  words  carefully  when  reporting  to 
Parliament.  On  this  occasion,  unfortunately,  he  does 
not  appear  to  have  realised  what  damaging  effect  his 
criticism  might  have  on  an  industry  with  a  record  ex- 
port total  of  £40T  millions  to  its  most  recent  credit. 

Profits  in  the  industry  may  or  may  not  be  higher  than 
is  reasonable.  That  depends  on  what  one  accepts  as  reas- 
onable. A  just  assessment  of  what  that  should  be  re- 
quires more  than  a  perusal  of  published  balance  sheets. 
It  could  only  be  ascertained  after  a  detailed  investiga- 
tion into  the  accounts  of  a  number  of  manufacturing 
organisations  over  a  period  of  years.  If  such  a  detailed 
investigation  had  been  carried  out — and  no  doubt  it 
could  have  been  arranged — then,  and  only  then,  should 
the  industry  have  been  attacked  if  that  were  found 
necessary.  To  criticise  it  on  information  that  was  ad- 
mitted to  be  doubtful  is  unsatisfactory  and  inadmissible. 

Before  the  voluntary  price  regulation  scheme  was 
adopted  there  was  some  hard  bargaining  between  the 
industry  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  we  are  in- 
clined to  agree  with  the  Association  of  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  that  the  fact  that  comparatively  small 
savings  have  resulted  from  the  scheme  confirms  the 
view  that  prices  generally  were  already  fair  and  reason- 
able. 
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The  Comptroller  himself  highlights  the  problem  of 
the  industry  by  referring  to  the  fact  that  nearly  30  per 
cent,  by  value  of  the  proprietary  preparations  prescribed 
were  not  subject  to  certain  conditions  of  the  scheme 
because  they  had  not  been  on  the  market  for  three 
years.  The  figure  indicates  the  rate  of  progress  in 
research  and  developments  within  the  industry. 

If  the  three-year  period  of  freedom  to  fix  prices 
were  shortened,  then  it  is  probable  that  the  initial 
prices  of  new  remedies  might  have  to  be  set  even  higher 
to  cover  research  and  development  costs  and  that  also 
could  well  have  disastrous  effects  in  export  markets, 
where  often  the  economics  of  a  treatment  is  an  impor- 
tant aspect.  Since  the  selling  of  proprietaries  profitably 
is  usually  the  only  way  a  manufacturer  is  reimbursed, 
there  is  often  a  direct  relationship  between  the  amount 
of  profit  and  the  amount  invested  in  research. 

In  criticising  this  latest  report  of  the  Comptroller 
we  hasten  to  make  clear  that  we  do  not  subscribe  to 
any  suggestion  that  all  is  well  with  the  industry  or 
that  the  manufacturers  can  do  no  wrong.  Some  aspects 
of  the  industry  will  continue  to  incur  our  criticisms, 
and  we  shall  continue  to  draw  attention  to  them. 

The  Comptroller's  report  is,  of  course,  due  to  be  dis- 
cussed in  Parliament.  Before  that  happens  it  behoves 
every  member  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  to  ensure 
that  facts,  not  guesses,  or  deductions,  are  put  before 
the  House  to  ensure  that  debaters  shall  be  informed 
enough  to  put  their  arguments  reasonably  and  fairly. 

Salaries  of  Hospital  Pharmacists 

The  negotiation  of  salary  scales  under  the  present 
National  Health  Service  arrangements  is  a  hard  and 
often  unrewarding  exercise.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
Service  in  1948,  hospital  pharmacists  have  been  at  a 
disadvantage.  They  entered  the  Service  under  an  agree- 
ment made  under  the  old  Joint  Negotiating  Committee. 
The  agreement  had  not  long  been  concluded  at  the 
time  and  it  therefore  pitched  the  level  at  which  the 
Ministry  thought  in  terms  of  pharmacists'  salaries. 

The  subsequent  negotiations  have  barely  kept  pace 
with  the  advance  in  the  cost  of  living  since  that  time, 
and  the  hospital  pharmacist's  position  has,  therefore, 
not  materially  improved  in  a  period  in  which  condi- 
tions in  other  branches  of  pharmacy  have  become  in- 
creasingly attractive.  Industry,  in  its  expanding  period, 
has  offered  many  new  posts,  both  on  the  commercial 
and  technological  sides,  which  appeal  to  precisely  the 
type  of  young  pharmacist  who,  in  pre-war  days,  would 
have  looked  to  the  hospitals  for  a  career. 

The  rapid  expansion  of  the  dispensing  service,  and 
the  development  of  new  towns,  created  a  demand  for 
pharmacists  in  the  retail  sector  far  beyond  what  anyone 
had  foreseen.  Also  during  that  period  many  hospitals 
that  formerly  had  no  pharmaceutical  service  now  re- 
quired pharmacists.  It  is  hardly  surprising  that  the  staff- 
ing of  the  hospitals  should  in  consequence  have  deteri- 
orated to  a  point  at  which  it  is  estimated  that  there  is 
a  25  per  cent,  deficiency.  A  long-standing  deficiency  of 
that  kind,  coupled  with  the  defection  of  some  of  the 
more  enterprising  senior  men  who  despaired  of  finding 
a  satisfactory  future  in  the  service,  has  led  to  hospital 
pharmacy  becoming  the  Cinderella  of  the  profession.  At 
a  time  when  the  hospital  service  is  developing,  and 
many  regional  boards  have  voted  funds  for  the 
modernisation  and  expansion  of  pharmacy  departments^ 
that  is  indeed  a  tragedy. 
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The  new  scales  that  have  been  agreed  in  recent  days 
(see  p.  131)  show  an  attempt  for  the  first  time  to  face 
up  to  that  difficulty  by  providing  a  career  with  re- 
muneration comparable  to  what  might  be  expected  in 
other  spheres  of  pharmaceutical  activity.  It  is  axiomatic 
that  remuneration  in  a  public  service  will  not  provide 
an  income  so  high  as  that  to  be  expected  in  industrial 
or  commercial  activity.  Those  entering  public  service 
are  usually  ready  to  accept  a  small  handicap  in  salary 
and  to  find  some  of  their  reward  in  the  satisfaction  of 
the  service  itself  and  in  the  security  and  relative  free- 
dom from  the  anxiety  that  accompanies  the  competitive 
arena  of  commerce.  However,  if  the  difference  is  too 
large,  it  becomes  impossible  for  many  pharmacists, 
especially  men  with  families,  to  maintain  their  living 
standards  and  self-respect,  and  they  feel  compelled,  for 
the  sake  of  their  families,  to  look  elsewhere.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  new  salary  scales  will  do  something 
to  remedy  that  sickness  which  has  befallen  hospital 
pharmacy. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  the  starting  salary  of  £690  a 
year  in  the  provinces  (£720  in  London)  is  below  what 
the  newly  qualified  pharmacist  might  obtain  in  a  retail 
pharmacy.  On  the  other  hand  the  chief  pharmacist  in 
category  III  can  now  rise  to  £1,290  in  the  provinces 
(£1,340  in  London),  a  figure  comparable  with  average 
earnings  as  a  pharmacy  manager.  That  is  the  category 
in  which  the  largest  number  of  chief  pharmacists  find 
themselves.  The  increase  in  the  salary  at  the  maximum 
of  the  grade  is  £175.  The  chief  pharmacist  in  the  larger 
hospitals  rises  to  £1,410  in  category  IV  and  £1,560  in 
category  V,  with  the  addition,  in  all  cases,  of  London 
weighting,  which  is  £50  at  that  level  of  salary. 

For  the  first  time  the  Ministry  has  agreed  to  a  pay- 
ment in  recognition  of  group  responsibilities.  The 
management  of  hospitals  in  groups,  under  a  hospital 
management  committee,  has  become  the  well  estab- 
lished pattern  of  hospital  service,  and  it  is  anomalous 
that,  whereas  the  finance  officer,  the  engineer,  the  sup- 
plies officer  are  group  appointments,  the  pharmacist 
has  hitherto  been  appointed  only  to  a  particular  hos- 
pital. That  has  been  a  disadvantage  in  that  often  he  has 
been  obliged  to  transmit  his  reports  and  requests  via  a 
lay  secretary  or  even  a  supplies  officer,  since  he  himself 
had  no  representation  at  group  level. 

In  other  instances  the  pharmacist  has  been  function- 
ing as  a  group  officer,  often  recognised  by  title,  but 
never  rewarded  financially.  Under  the  new  arrange- 
ments, a  group  allowance  according  to  the  total  num- 
ber of  points  in  the  group  will  now  be  made.  They 
range  from  £50  in  the  small  groups  to  £200  in  the 
largest. 

The  chief  pharmacist  of  a  designated  teaching  hospi- 
tal will  continue  to  receive  the  special  responsibility 
allowance  that  was  instituted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Health  Service.  Thus  the  maximum  salary  payable  to 
any  pharmacist  in  the  hospital  service  becomes  £2,100, 
inclusive  of  London  weighting.  In  such  posts  the  phar- 
macist also  receives  fees  for  lectures  to  medical  students 
and  nurses.  The  maximum  salary  available  then  becomes 
comparable  with  that  paid  to  the  principal  grade  of 
biochemist  and  physicist.  Unfortunately,  few  posts 
qualify  for  the  maximum  allowance,  but  at  least  the 
career  value  of  pharmacy  is  now  more  appropriate  to 
the  standard  of  education  and  personal  fitness  required 
of  entrants. 

The  present  dearth  of  candidates  suitable  for  the 


senior  posts  makes  it  highly  desirable  that  new  person- 
nel should  be  recruited,  yet  it  does  not  appear  that 
facilities  exist  for  moving  up  the  scale  in  jumps  greater 
than  one  increment  a  year.  It  may  well  be  found  neces- 
sary in  the  hospital  sphere,  as  it  has  been  in  the  aca- 
demic, to  promote  capable  young  men  more  rapidly 
than  that  in  order  to  staff  the  deputies'  posts  in  the 
larger  hospitals.  Otherwise,  there  will  be  insufficient  of 
them  to  take  over  the  vacancies  as  men  now  nearing 
retirement  come  to  the  end  of  their  service.  No  respon- 
sibility allowance  appears  to  be  awarded  to  the  deputies 
in  the  teaching  hospitals.  Those  men  carry  an  unusually 
heavy  burden  of  responsibility  and  it  does  not  seem 
equitable  to  equate  their  salaries  only  with  the  chiefs 
in  the  small  hospitals  in  the  categories  I  and  II.  No 
doubt  that  is  a  matter  to  which  the  staff  side  of  the 
Whitley  Council  will  turn  its  attention  now  that  the 
main  problem  is  temporarily  settled. 

Another  Look  at  Price  Maintenance 

A  sequel  to  many  Press  hints  that  the  Government  was 
"  seriously  considering  "  abolishing  price  maintenance 
came  in  the  shape  of  questions  addressed  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  answers  given  by 
the  Parliamentary  Secretary  when  Parliament  reassembled 
on  January  26.  The  Minister's  reply  to  the  questions 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  advance  speculations  were 
not  without  official  inspiration.  The  substance  of  the 
reply  is  that  the  Minister  is  studying  the  working  of 
Part  II  of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act,  1956, 
"  to  decide  whether  any  changes  should  be  recommended 
to  Parliament."  It  would  be  some  time,  said  Mr.  Rod- 
gers,  before  the  President  would  be  able  to  make  a 
statement.  Doubtless  before  he  does  so  many  sections  of 
trade  and  industry  vitally  interested  in  the  retention  of 
the  one  protection  against  price-cutting  provided  for 
them  (by  Section  25  of  the  Act)  will  take  the  opportu- 
nity to  leave  him  in  no  uncertainty  as  to  their  views. 

In  the  meantime,  it  may  be  apposite  to  look  back  to 
what  was  happening  a  few  years  ago,  when  price  main- 
tenance had  become  an  acute  political  issue.  In  1951,  in 
the  closing  months  of  its  existence,  the  then  Labour 
Government  set  out  in  a  White  Paper  (Cmd.  8274)  its 
proposals  to  abolish  all  forms  of  resale  price  mainten- 
ance. The  White  Paper  stated  that  the  legislation  to  be 
introduced  would  provide  that  "  manufacturers  shall  be 
entitled  to  indicate,  recommend  or  prescribe  only  maxi- 
mum prices  for  the  resale  of  their  goods,  and  it  will 
be  unlawful  to  give  any  indication  of  resale  price  unless 
it  is  clearly  stated  that  the  price  indicated  is  a  maxi- 
mum." That  statement  meant  that  the  trader  would  not 
be  debarred  from  making  a  reduction  from  the  indi- 
cated maximum  price,  and  it  was  stated  that  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  concerned  "  to  see  that  his  freedom  in 
this  respect  is  not  impaired."  The  Labour  Government 
was  not  given,  and  has  not  since  had,  an  opportunity 
to  introduce  the  proposed  legislation,  but  its  successor, 
a  Conservative  Government,  acting  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Lloyd  Jacob  Committee  and  the  report  of 
the  Monopolies  Commission  on  "  Collective  Discrimina- 
tion," banned  by  means  of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Act,  1956,  "  the  operation  of  collective  measures 
designed  to  ensure  that  goods  shall  be  sold  at,  or  above, 
specified  retail  prices."  The  same  Act  made  provisions 
for  the  individual  manufacturer  to  prescribe  and  enforce 
by  Court  action  the  retail  price  at  which  his  proprietary 
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or  branded  products  should  be  sold,  and  it  is  at  those 
provisions — and  so  short  a  time  since  their  enactment — 
that  the  Government  that  sponsored  them  is  to  have 
another  look. 

Commenting  on  the  1951  proposals  of  the  Labour 
Government,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  said  ".  .  . 
If  the  application  of  price  maintenance  is  faulty,  reform 
it,  but  do  not  be  so  foolish  as  to  sacrifice  its  benefits  in 
order  to  be  rid  of  its  drawbacks.  In  practice  the  free- 
dom to  cut  prices  plays  into  the  hands  of  the  large 
trader,  buying  on  favourable  quantity  terms  and  able  to 
undercut  his  competitors  at  every  one  of  a  series  of  retail 
branches,  some  of  them  individually  involving  greater, 
some  less,  selling  expenses  than  neighbouring  one-shop 
businesses.  Price-cutting,  in  fact,  tends  to  eliminate  the 
small  retailer  and  further  to  entrench  the  large.  Is  it  not 
fantastic  that  the  advocates  of  a  planned  economy  should 
now  be  putting  forward  proposals  that  will  bring  condi- 
tions in  retail  trading  back  to  those  of  an  '  Eastern 
bazaar,'  that  apposite  description  applied  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Union  of  Shop,  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers  to  conditions  of  which  his  Union  had  had  fifty 
years  of  bitter  experience?  Let  chemists,  who  have 
special  knowledge  of  the  evils  of  price-cutting,  resolve 
to  be  leaders  in  the  outcry  against  a  return  to  any  such 
unhappy  state  of  affairs."  What  we  said  in  1951  we 
would  apply  with  equal  force  to  any  similar  proposals 
emanating  from  the  Government  now  in  power. 

Packages  Suited  to  Medicinal  Contents 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  pharmacists  have  been 
for  some  time  uneasy  about  the  protective  efficiency 
of  skillets  in  the  packaging  of  tablets,  but  the  question 
of  bringing  about  an  improvement  in  practice  is  linked 
with  the  amount  of  the  official  container  allowance 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  and  with  the  techni- 
cal solutions  to  the  problem  offered  by  the  manufac- 
turers of  packaging  materials  and  containers.  So  far  as 
the  replacement  of  the  skillet  is  concerned  the  package 
manufacturers  do  not  appear  to  have  devoted  so  much 
energy  to  the  development  of  an  alternative  container 
as  pharmacists  would  have  liked,  and  many  manufac- 
turers whose  stock  containers  are,  as  to  their  materials, 
suitable  and  efficient,  appear  shy  to  discuss  comparative 
costs.  Unless  the  chemist  can  be  told,  through  the  nor- 
mal channels,  the  prices  of  containers  available,  he 
cannot  but  have  difficulty  in  deciding  on  an  improved 
package  for  dispensed  tablets  or  for  other  medicaments 
liable  to  deteriorate  if  not  adequately  packaged.  That 
is  not  to  say  that  package  manufacturers  are  unpre- 
pared to  invest  money  in  research  and  development. 
Glass  container  manufacturers,  for  example,  not  only 
maintain  their  own  research  laboratories  but  also  sup- 
port the  Glass  Industry  Research  Association  labora- 
tories at  Sheffield  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  20,  1959,  p.  649) 
and  some  excellent  containers  for  tablets  are  available 
from  them  at  prices  according  to  quantities  bought. 
One  such  container  is  known  to  be  in  use  in  some  phar- 
macies whose  proprietors  have  found  that  other  factors 
than  price  enter  into  any  correct  assessment  of  cost. 
One  is  that  a  glass  container  with  tightly  fitting  closure 
tends,  like  medicine  bottles,  to  be  returned  by  the 
customer  when  he  presents  a  new  prescription.  Another 
is  that  the  chemist  who  uses  such  an  obviously  efficient 
container  gains  in  reputation  in  a  way  that  reflects 
favourably  on  his  returns  in  other  departments. 
Whether  those  factors  are  enough  to  overcome  an 


initially  inadequate  container  allowance  must  depend 
on  the  circumstances  in  the  individual  pharmacy,  but 
the  question  ought  certainly  to  be  considered  by  all 
chemist  contractors.  To  assist  them  we  review  in  this 
issue  a  number  of  possible  alternatives  to  the  skillet. 

Other  packages,  such  as  aerosol  containers,  are  also 
the  subject  of  special  articles  in  the  "  applied  packag- 
ing "  section,  aimed  at  making  the  pharmacist  know- 
ledgeable on  aspects  of  packaging  on  which  he  should 
be  constantly  exercising  his  critical  faculties. 

Onward  from  Galen 

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

In  a  note  entitled  "  Economy  in  Prescribing  "  which  has  been 
sent  to  executive  councils,  the  Minister  of  Health  rightly 
emphasises  that  the  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  size  of 
the  drug  bill  in  the  United  Kingdom  depends  entirely  on 
the  prescribing  habits  of  the  doctors  themselves.  After  pro- 
viding statistical  details  of  the  cost  of  various  aspects  of  the 
Health  Service  the  note  acknowledges  that  "  in  part  the  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  drug  bill  is  due  to  inflation,  popula- 
tion changes  and  to  the  discovery  of  new  drugs  which  are 
valuable  but  expensive."  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the 
ordering  of  excessive  quantities  is  also  mentioned  as  a 
contributory  factor.  It  was  so  before  the  Government  insti- 
tuted the  prescription  charge  which,  of  course,  aggravated 
the  situation.  Other  reasons  mentioned  and  condemned  are 
the  prescribing  of  expensive  or  over  elaborate  preparations, 
and  the  tendency  on  occasions  for  doctors  to  use  active  and 
disproportionately  expensive  drugs  when  inexpensive  place- 
bos would  be  effective.  The  note  states  that  there  appears  to 
be  a  ready  and  growing  market  for  new  proprietary  variants 
of  established  drugs  in  novel  but  not  necessarily  more  effec- 
tive formulations.  "  These  are  generally  more  expensive  than 
the  standard  drugs  they  displace.  Whether  they  are  always 
commendable  is  much  more  in  doubt,"  a  criticism  a  section 
of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  might  find  hard  to  counter.

Dental  health  is  still  being  largely  ignored  by  the  public, 
not  only  in  under-developed  countries  but  even  in  Britain. 
Those  concerned  with  the  health  of  the  nation  are  shocked 
by  the  lack  of  interest  people  take  in  their  teeth,  for  dental 
health  affects  everyone,  and  the  medical  and  dental  pro- 
fessions are  constantly  working  to  repair  the  results  of 
neglect.  Teachers  and  health  authorities  do  much  to 
encourage  the  public  to  pay  proper  attention  to  their  teeth. 
The  leading  tooth-brush  manufacturers,  such  as  the  makers 
of  Halex,  Spa  and  Tek.  produce  well-designed  tooth-brushes 
at  fair  prices.  Yet  the  situation  continues  to  deteriorate. 
Although  the  dental  profession  is  unanimous  in  stressing 
that  there  is  no  substitute  for  thorough  and  frequent  tooth- 
brushing,  the  public  is  slow  to  practise  the  theory  that  pre- 
vention is  better  than  cure.  The  benefit  to  chemists  of 
playing  a  more  active  part  in  educating  the  public  on  the 
subject  hardly  needs  to  be  stressed.

EXPERT  WITNESSES 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  February  15,  1860 

The  subject  of  courts  of  appeal  in  criminal  cases  has  been 
brought  before  Parliament,  but  in  a  most  unsatisfactory 
manner.  Our  contemporary,  the  Lancet,  observes  with 
truth  that  "  Since  it  cannot  be  expected  that  a  second  jury 
should  be  more  competent  than  a  first  to  determine  between 
the  relative  merits  of  two  conflicting  bodies  of  scientific 
witnesses,  the  remedy  we  would  insist  upon  is,  to  present 
the  scientific  evidence  so  well  prepared  and  digested  as  to 
reduce  all  grounds  of  dispute  to  the  narrowest  possible 
limits.  Instead  of  leaving  the  materials  for  pathological  or 
chemical  investigation  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  any  single 
practitioner  whom  accident  or  ignorance  may  throw  in  the 
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way,  two  or  three  men  of  acknowledged  skill — one  at  least 
to  be  nominated  by  the  person  whose  conduct  is  suspected 
— should  be  associated  in  the  inquiry.  Evidence  so  con- 
trolled would  certainly  be  more  free  from  error,  and  admit 
of  less  contentious  quibbling.  Until,  by  this  or  some  similar 


plan,  scientific  evidence  shall  be  brought  before  our  courts 
in  a  proper  manner,  it  is  gratuitous  folly  to  sneer  at  the 
defects  and  contradictions  of  science.  These  defects  and 
contradictions  are  but  too  often  the  natural  produce  of  the 
system  at  present  pursued."

MR.  Thorpe,  Manchester."  The  for- 
mal self-announcement,  heard  on 
so  many  occasions  at  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meetings  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  betokens  at  once  the  con- 
sciousness of  Mr.  A.  E.  Thorpe  that  he 
represents  a  Branch  and  Association 
that  have  a  wonderful  record  of  phar- 
maceutical service,  his  pride  in  the  con- 
tributions made  to  national  pharmaceu- 
tical causes  by  his  Mancunian  col- 
leagues, and  his  determination  to  main- 
tain with  dignity  the  traditions  they 
have  established.  Indeed  he  approaches 
his  secretarial  duties  with  such  zeal  that 
in  1958,  after  nearly  thirty  years  as  a 
proprietor  pharmacist  at  Levenshulme, 
Manchester,  he  retired  from  business  in 
order  to  devote  more  time  to  them. 

Yet  his  entry  into  pharmacy  in  1913 
was  unpremeditated  and  fortuitous.  He 
had  no  pharmaceutical  connections 
other  than  old  friends  of  the  family. 
However,  during  his  apprenticeship  with 
J.  Brooks  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  retail,  wholesale 
and  manufacturing  chemists,  Manches- 
ter, he  gained  a  knowledge  of  all 
spheres  of  pharmaceutical  work  that 
was  to  stand  him  in  good  stead  in  his 
later  public  work.  The  apprenticeship 
was  interrupted  by  service  with  the 
King's  Own  Royal  Lancaster  Regiment 
during  the  1914-18  war,  in  which  he  was 
taken  prisoner,  so  that  it  was  the  end 
of  1919  before  he  returned.  He  qualified 
in  1922  after  studies  at  Victoria  Univer- 
sity, Manchester,  and  served  with 
Leicester's  Burslem,  Ltd.,  and  Cargill, 
Ltd.,  Salford,  before  acquiring  his  own 
business  in  Moss  Side,  Manchester,  in 
1927.  Two  years  later  he  made  his 
transfer  to  the  business  from  which  he 
retired  in  1958. 

Mr.  Thorpe's  interest  in  pharmaceu- 
tical organisation  dates  from  1925,  when 
he  was  (a)  elected  to  the  executive  of 
the  Manchester,  Salford  &  District 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  (b)  became  chairman  of  the 
Branch's  junior  section,  an  office  he 
held  for  a  number  of  years,  later  serv- 
ing as  secretary  and  treasurer.  In  1928 
Manchester  pharmacists  formed  their 
own  club — the  Manchester  and  District 
Pharmacy  Club — and  Mr.  Thorpe  be- 
came its  secretary,  remaining  in  office 
throughout  the  Club's  existence.  His 
long  record  of  contributions  to  Branch 
Representatives'  meetings  and  their  pre- 
decessors also  began  in  1928,  when  he 
was  chosen  as  one  of  Manchester's  re- 
presentatives at  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference.  Three  years  later  he 
was  elected  to  the  executive  of  the  Man- 
chester, Salford  and  District  Branch  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  of 
which  he  was  chairman,  1938-39. 

Mr.  Thorpe  was  being  drawn  ever 
more  deeply  into  Manchester's  phar- 
maceutical counsels.  From  1933  to 
1936  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and 
was  hardly  well  started  on  that  period 
of  service  before  he  was  elected  to  the 
council  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  (president  in  1942-43). 


Today  he  is  able  to  look  back  with 
justifiable  pride  on  thirty-five  years'  ser- 
vice on  the  executive  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Branch,  twenty-nine  years 
on  the  executive  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  Branch  and  twenty- 
six  years  on  the  council  of  the  Associa- 
tion, if  his  thoughts  and  activities  were 
not  concentrated  on  the  present  and 
future.  For  today,  in  addition  to  being 
secretary  of  the  three  organisations  (and 
it  is  a  characteristic  feature  of  his 
career  that  he  has  several  times  gravi- 
tated to  the  secretaryship  after  holding 
office  as  president,  chairman  or  trea- 
surer) he  is  secretary  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  (since  1953) 
and  a  member  of  the  Manchester  Ex- 
ecutive Council  (since  1955). 

Mr.  Thorpe  is  also  a  Freemason  and 


was  secretary,  1949-54,  and  chairman 
1955-56,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Masonic 
Association.  His  many  friends,  not  only 
in  Manchester  but  throughout  the  coun- 
try, know  him  as  something  of  a  phil- 
osopher, his  outlook  being  best  sum- 
marised in  his  own  words: 

"  If  one  considers  a  pharmacist  as 
part  of  a  large  jigsaw  puzzle  it  be- 
comes a  matter  of  absorbing  interest 
where  the  various  parts  fit,  but  each 
pharmacist  is  a  part  of  that  puzzle 
and  they  either  play  their  part  and  fit 
into  the  puzzle  or  it  remains  incom- 
plete." 

Mancunians  especially  may  congratu- 
late themselves  on  having  so  devoted 
and  conscientious  a  secretary,  physic- 
ally fit,  young  for  his  age,  and  with 
many  years'  full-time  service  before  him. 
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HOSPITAL  PHARMACY  FORUM 

PROVISION  OF  STERILE  SUPPLIES 


THE  encouraging  response  to  the  course  of  lectures  in 
sterilisation  procedures  recently  inaugurated  at  Chelsea 
College  of  Technology  indicates  a  widespread  interest 
in  the  subject,  an  interest  made  apparent  at  an  early  stage 
by  the  attendance  at  the  symposium  held  at  Brighton  on  May 
"  9,  1959  (C.  &  D.,  May  16,  1959,  p.  527).  A  large  proportion 
of  the  members  attending  are  hospital  pharmacists,  to  whom 
the  topic  is  one  of  practical  importance  in  their  daily  activi- 
ties. The  idea  of  arranging  such  a  course  was  timely,  since 
the  importance  of  adequate  sterile  procedures  has  been 
brought  home  to  hospital  authorities  as  a  result  of  increases 
in  the  incidence  of  cross  infection  in  the  past  few  years. 

The  Unresolved  Question 

Hospitals  are  now  beginning  to  establish  central  sterile 
supply  departments.  The  idea  is  one  that  originated  in 
American  hospitals  and  was  introduced  into  this  country 
through  contact  with  the  American  military  hospitals  during 
the  1 939—45  war.  All  materials,  instruments,  dressings,  etc., 
required  in  sterile  state  are  prepared  in  a  central  laboratory 
and  not,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  this  country,  in  the  wards 
and  operating  theatres  individually.  There  are  obvious  ad- 
vantages in  that  procedure.  Tedious  work  such  as  cutting 
and  packing  gauze  swabs  is  removed  from  the  wards,  so 
releasing  nurses'  time,  and  transferred  to  the  central  depart- 
ment where  much  of  the  labour  can  be  carried  out  by  un- 
skilled workers.  The  introduction  of  standard  swabs  cut 
by  the  manufacturers  has  been  shown  to  effect  considerable 
economies  in  the  hospitals.  It  may  well  be  that  in  the  near 
future  packs  of  such  dressings  may  be  sterilised  in  large 
central  laboratories  by  means  of  gamma  irradiation.  The 
question  that  remains  unresolved  is  that  of  finding  suitable 
personnel  to  supervise  and  manage  the  central  sterile  supply 
units. 

The  hospital  pharmacist  has  a  close  interest  in  the  work, 
since  he  alone  of  all  the  hospital  personnel  is  required  to 
understand  the  nature  of  surgical  dressings  and  the  condi- 
tions necessary  for  their  efficient  sterilisation  and  fitness  for 
use.  It  is  a  normal  part  of  the  pharmacist's  duties  to  prepare 
all  manner  of  fluids  for  injection  in  sterile  condition.  Unfor- 
tunately, some  hospital  authorities  have  succumbed  to  the 
notion  that  only  a  medically  qualified  bacteriologist  is 
adequately  informed  to  control  those  matters.  The  -view  was 
thoroughly  discredited  at  the  symposium  already  referred  to 
when  one  participant  succintly  pointed  out  that  if  he  wished 
to  create  a  desert  he  would  not  employ  a  gardener. 

Clearly,  the  bacteriologist  and  the  pharmacist  have  a 
common  interest  in  the  production  of  sterile  materials  and 
the  prevention  of  cross  infection,  and  a  right  relationship 
between  the  functions  of  the  two  officers  must  be  achieved 
if  the  best  interests  of  the  hospital  are  to  be  served.  The 
starting  point  is  to  consider  that  it  is  the  hospital  which  is 
the  functioning  unit.  The  hospital  as  an  entity  is  responsible 
for  the  welfare  of  the  patient.  The  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  the  various  officers  of  the  hospital  must  therefore  be  co- 
ordinated and  complementary  rather  than  compartment- 
alised. The  pharmacist  as  technologist  has  a  specialised 
knowledge  of  the  materials  to  be  treated  as  well  as  a  know- 
ledge of  the  physical  conditions  necessary  to  produce  a 
sterile  product  and  of  the  methods  involved  in  achieving 
that  end.  He  is  analogous  to  the  production  manager  in 
industry.  It  would  seem  reasonable  and  efficient  to  ask  the 
pharmacist  to  take  over  the  production  management  of  the 
central  sterile  supplies  unit  as  a  natural  extension  to  the 
pharmacy  department.  That  is  not  to  say  that  the  time  of  the 
pharmacist  should  be  taken  up  in  such  matters  as  packing 
instruments  and  dressings.  Such  work  should  obviously  be 
delegated  to  suitably  trained  technicians,  but  the  general 
supervision  of  the  flow  of  work  and  of  the  methods  of 


sterilisation  should  be  under  the  pharmacist.  The  product 
from  a  production  unit  must  be  subject  to  test  before  issue, 
if  only  as  a  protection  against  accusation  of  error  when  the 
product  has  been  released  and  used  on  a  patient.  That  is 
analogous  to  the  chemical  control  that  normally  takes  place 
in  an  industrial  laboratory.  It  is  the  special  skill  of  the 
bacteriologist,  and  well  within  the  normal  scope  of  his  de- 
partment, to  perform  tests  for  sterility.  The  bacteriological 
laboratory  is  already  equipped  with  media  kitchens,  incuba- 
tors, etc.,  and  staffed  by  technicians  suited  to  the  work. 
There  is  also  an  obvious  advantage  in  having  products  tested 
by  personnel  other  than  that  employed  in  their  production. 

Tests  for  the  efficiency  of  the  sterile  processes  fall  into  two 
parts : 

(a)  testing  the  apparatus  to  be  used  (ovens,  autoclaves, 
etc.)  to  ensure  that  they  are  functioning  as  expected; 
and 

(b)  routine  tests  on  the  products  as  evidence  that  they 
have  been  adequately  treated. 

With  an  effective  and  co-operative  liaison  between  the  bac- 
teriologist and  the  pharmacist  a  suitable  routine  should  be 
easily  established  that  would  give  the  maximum  security 
to  the  patient,  maximum  confidence  to  the  surgeons  and 
maximum  efficiency  to  the  hospital  economy.  Those  con- 
siderations apply  not  only  to  the  production  of  sterile 
dressings  and  instruments  but  also  to  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts prepared  in  the  hospital. 

A  Challenge  and  its  Answer 

It  has  been  a  criticism  in  the  past  that  the  hospital  phar- 
macist's products  did  not  undergo  the  rigid  scrutiny  that 
is  applied  in  industrial  laboratories.  No  doubt  the  difference 
of  method  can  be  justified  on  the  grounds  that  the  batches 
are  smaller  and  that  supervision  throughout  the  process 
is  much  more  closely  applied  in  the  hospital  than  in  indus- 
try. Indeed,  it  is  common  for  the  whole  process  to  be 
carried  out  by  a  pharmacist  or  by  a  pharmacist  with  the 
help  of  one  or  two  technicians.  However,  it  is  not  enough  to 
be  able  to  say  that  every  care  has  been  taken  during  prepara- 
tion. The  only  satisfactory  answer  to  a  challenge  regarding 
the  quality  of  a  material  is  the  production  of  an  independent 
certificate  showing  that  the  final  product,  when  tested,  has 
been  proved  satisfactory.

Chemical  Plant  for  Philippines. — The 

Philippines  have  accepted  a  West  Ger- 
man offer  to  donate  a  chemical  plant 
as  a  contribution  to  the  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  Philippines.  The  plant 
is  to  produce  industrial  chemicals,  arti- 
ficial fibres,  plastics  and  detergents,  at 
the  same  time  utilising  waste  material 
from  coconuts  and  sugar  cane. 

Penicillin  Factory  in  Pakistan.  — 
President  Ayub  Khan  opened  the  first 
Pakistan  penicillin  manufacturing 
plant  at  Daudkhel,  West  Pakistan,  on 
February  1.  Built  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
£1  million  by  the  semi-official  Pakistan 
Industrial  Development  Corporation 
with  the  aid  of  United  Nations  Inter- 
national Children's  Emergency  Fund, 
the  plant  is  expected  to  produce  be- 
tween ten  and  twelve  million  mega 
units  per  year,  sufficient  to  meet  Paki- 
stan's total  requirements. 

Australian  Pharmaceutical  Industry. 
— A  survey  of  the  Australian  pharma- 
ceutical industry,  made  by  the  Stanford 
Research  Institute  of  California,  notes 
the  rapid  post-war  growth  of  the  in- 
dustry, value  of  whose  output  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  alone  has  risen  from 
£10  millions  in  1953-54  to  £17  millions 
in  1957-58.  Of  the  150  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  companies  in  Australia, 
some  thirty  comprise  the  major  ele- 
ment, of  which  more  than  half  are 
subsidiaries  of  overseas  companies. 
Despite  the  industry's  expansion  over 
the  past  five  years,  imports  of  drugs 
and  medicinal  preparations  continued 
to  rise,  amounting  to  £8-6  millions  in 
1958-59  against  £4-3  millions  in  1953- 
54.  There  is  evidence,  says  the  survey, 
that  the  industry's  growth  will  con- 
tinue, an  important  market  factor  be- 
ing the  provision  of  pharmaceuticals 
under  the  Australian  national  health 
service.  Plant  expansions  announced  or 
in  construction  as  of  the  middle  of  1959 
totalled  £1-6  millions,  the  major  part 
representing  enlarged  capacity  for  the 
preparation  and  packaging  of  pharma- 
ceutical products.

London,  February  3 :  The  threatened  rail  strike  in  a  fortnight's  time  was 
probably  responsible  for  some  extra  buying,  more  particularly  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals,  during  the  week.  Prices  of  Crude  Drugs  remained 
fairly  stable  with  Menthol  a  particularly  firm  market. 

Some  doubt  existed  on  the  price  at 
origin  of  the  Brazilian  material, 
although  spot  holders  did  not  raise 
their  levels  from  the  previous  week. 
Gum  acacia  was  dearer,  both  spot  and 
forward.  Cardamoms  were  also  marked 
up  by  about  ninepence  per  lb.  in  both 
positions.  Belladonna  root  appeared 
to  be  scarce  on  the  spot  and  origin  was 
unable  to  offer  good  testing  material. 
Agar  continued  its  firmer  trend,  the 
spot  value  rising  by  threepence  per  lb.

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NOTES  ON 
NEW  MEDICAMENTS 

ILOSONE  Suspension. — Ilosone  is  the  propionyi 
ester  of  erythromycin,  present  in  the  suspension 
as  the  lauryl  sulphate.  With  the  propionyi 
ester,  higher  blood  levels  of  the  antibiotic  are 
obtained  more  quickly,  and  are  more  pro- 
longed, than  when  erythromycin  base  is  ad- 
ministered. Erythrocin  oral  suspension  contains 
erythromycin  stearate  (100  mgm.  in  5  mils). 

MEROCET. — Chemistry:  Cetylpyridinium  chlor- 
ide. This  substance  is  a  quaternary  ammonium 
compound.  It  has  the  detergent  and  penetrating 
properties  of  the  cationic  surface-active  agents, 
and  a  marked  antibacterial  activity  which  is 
retained  in  high  dilution.  The  solution,  although 
mildly  alkaline,  is  non-irritating.  A  number  of 
other  surface-active  substances  are  available  in 
various  presentations  for  different  purposes, 
and  include  domiphen  (Bradosol),  cetrimide 
(Cetavion,  Biocetab),  benzalkonium  (Roccal, 
Throsil,  Drapolene),  phenoctide  (Octaphen)  and 
Desogen. 

EFCORTELAN  solution  tablets.  —  Chemistry: 
hydrocortisone  sodium  succinate.  This  hydro- 
cortisone ester,  unlike  the  base,  is  freely  soluble 
in  water,  and  the  tablets  are  useful  in  pre- 
paring solutions  for  local  use.  This  high  solu- 
bility is  of  particular  value  when  a  high  local 
concentration  of  hydrocortisone  is  required,  as 
in  the  treatment  of  ulcerative  colitis.  The  ester 
dissociates  slowly  in  solution,  and  consequently 
all  solutions  should  be  prepared  immediately 
before  use.  Hydrocortisone  sodium  succinate 
is  also  available  in  vials  for  the  preparation  of 
injections  as  Efcortelan  soluble  and  Hydrocorti- 
stab  soluble. 

MEDIHALER  ISO  FORTE. — Constituent:  Iso- 
prenaline  sulphate  with  an  inert  aerosol  pro- 
pellant.  Isoprenaline  is  a  sympathomimetic 
amine,  but  unlike  adrenaline,  its  action  is  re- 
stricted to  the  beta-receptor  cells.  These  recep- 
tors are  concerned  with  inhibitory  effects,  and 
are  associated  with  bronchial  relaxation,  peri- 
pheral dilatation  and  myocardial  stimulation. 
More  rapid  effects  are  obtained  when  the  drug 
is  inhaled.  Cartridge  products  containing  iso- 
prenaline in  powder  form  include  Lomupren 
and  Norisodrine,  and  solutions  for  inhalation 
are  represented  by  Aleudrin,  Isolevin,  Isupren, 
Neodrenal,  Neo-Epinine. 

VALTORIN.  —  Chemistry:  2-(#-Chlorethyl>-2 : 3- 
dihydro-4-oxo-(benzo-l-3  oxazin)  or  chlorthen- 
oxazin.  with  phenacetin.  A  derivative  of  benz- 
methoxazone,  the  compound  represents  a  type 
not  previously  used  in  therapeutics.  It  has 
analgesic  and  anti-inflammatory  properties, 
which  are  probably  associated  with  the  fact 
that  the  compound  is  metabolised  and  excreted 
mainly  as  gentisates.  Chlorthenoxazin  has  no 
local  irritant  effect  on  the  gastric  mucosa,  and 
in  that  respect  resembles  salicylamide,  which  is 
present  in  Salimed  and  Saldyne.  Other  mild 
non-salicylate  analgesics  include  ethoheptazine 
(a  constituent  of  Zactirin),  and  paracetamol 
(Calpol,  Panadol,  Eneril,  Febrilox,  P.C.M.  and 
Tabalgin). 

ROBAXIN.  —  Chemistry:  Methocarbamol  dis- 
solved in  50  per  cent,  aqueous  polyethylene 
glycol  300.  Methocarbamol  is  3-0-methoxy- 
phenoxy-2-hydroxypropyl-l-carbamate.  and  has 
muscle-relaxant  properties  but,  unlike  the 
curariform  compounds,  which  act  on  the  nerve 
endings,  methocarbamol  affects  the  spinal  cord. 
The  main  action  is  on  the  multisynaptic  re- 
flexes, and  this  results  in  a  decrease  of  muscle 
spasm  and  pain,  and  allows  more  normal  ac- 
tivity. Other  muscle-relaxants  with  a  similar 
action  are  mephenesin  (Myanesin),  mephenesin 
carbamate  (Tolseram),  zoxazolamine,  or  2- 
amino-5-chlorobenzoxazoIe  (Flexin)  and  Sinaxar 
(2-hydroxy-2-phenylethyl  carbamate  or  styra- 
mate).  Coltromyl,  or  thiocolchicoside,  derived 
from  a  sulphur-containing  analogue  of  colchi- 
cine, also  has  a  muscle-relaxant  action  of  this 
type. 

VERACT1L. — Chemistry:  10-(3-dimcthylamino-2- 
methyl  propyl)2  -  methoxyphenothiazine,  or 
metho  trimeprazine.  Differs  from  chlorpro- 
mazine  by  the  substitution  of  a  methoxy  group 
for  the  chlorine  of  the  nucleus,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  a  methyl  group  on  the  side  chain  The 


changes  in  structure  are  associated  with  an  in- 
creased sedative  effect,  and  the  compound  is 
an  alternative  to  chlorpromazine  in  the  relief 
of  pain,  the  potentiation  of  analgesics,  and  the 
treatment  of  psychotic  illnesses.  Related  com- 
pounds with  a  neuroleptic  action  include 
Stemetil  (prochlorperazine),  Sparine  (proma- 
zine), perphenazine  (Fentazin),  pecazine  (Paca- 
tal),  and  thiopropazote  (Dartalan).  Fluorine 
containing  derivatives  are  represented  by  tri- 
fluoperazine (Stelazine)  and  trifluopromazine 
(Vespral).  The  removal  of  the  methoxy  group 
from  the  nucleus  of  Veractil,  forming  tri- 
meprazine (Vallergan)  accompanied  by  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  anti-adrenaline  activity, 
and  trimeprazine  has  clinical  applications  as  an 
oral  anti-pruritic. 
NIAVIID.  —  Chemistry:  (2]-Benzylcarbamyl-l- 
ethyl)-2-iso-nicotinyl  hydrazine,  or  nialamide 
(like  certain  other  hydrazine  derivatives  an  in- 
hibitor of  the  enzyme  monoamine  oxidase). 
Such  inhibitors  have  an  effect  on  the  funda- 
mental biochemical  activities  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  and  possess  antidepressant  pro- 
perties. Early  monoamine  oxidase  inhibitors 
were  not  sufficiently  selective  in  action,  and 
had  too  many  undesirable  effects,  but  newer 
compounds  are  less  toxic.  The  inhibitors  may 
have  other  useful  pharmacological  properties. 
They  may  have  therapeutic  applications  in 
angina,  and  the  relief  of  intractable  pain.  Nar- 
dil, or  phenelzine  dihydrogen  sulphate,  Cavodil 
(phenyl  isopropyl  hydrazine)  and  Marsilid 
(iproniazid)  have  similar  properties.  Deanol, 
present  in  Atrol  (now  discontinued)  and 
Deaner,  also  used  in  mild  depression,  has  a 
very  different  mode  of  action,  as  it  appears 
to  be  able  to  pass  the  blood-brain  barrier,  and 
functions  in  cerebral  tissues  as  a  precursor  of 
acetylcholine.
